Thirty-three Liucoln Park policemen under 
Capt. Fishbeck stood guard all last night on 
the lake shore at the foot of Cornelia street, 
Lake View, to prevent G. H. Rozet from 
doing any more work on the breakwater, 
which he has buiit out into the lake and 
across the right of way of the extended Sher- 
idan Drive at this point. 

Supt. Pettigrew sent Capt. Fishbeck to 
Cornelia street yesterday morning for this 
purpose and he found twelve men at work 
under Contractor A. W. Fletcher. Capt. 
Fishbeck demanded that the work should 
cease and Fletcher refused'to stop it. Capt. 


Fishbeck returned to Lincoln Park, collected 
three policemen, and made another demand 
stop.

Waste of Lake View Funds. 


Last evening at the home of a prominent 
resident of Lake View there was held a coun- 
cil of war in the interest of the park author- 
ities. There were present Supt. Pettigrew, 
Attorney S. S. Gregory, and two or three 
more of the most prominent lawyers in Chi- 
They discussed the situation in every 
phase and reached several important conclu- 
gions. 

Their first decision was that in no possible 
view of the case did Rozet have any right to 
build the breakwater. The second was that 
unless he obtained an injunction last night 
Supt. Pettigrew should tearup the break- 
water this morning. The third was that the 
park board almost certainly acquired no 
riparian rights, but only an easement by its 
Finally, it 
was the opinion of the lawyers that, if this 
was true, the whole $325,000 for which 
Lake View had been bonded to build this 
drive might just as well have been thrown 
Instead of a lake shore drive, 
they said, it would soon be an inland Lake 
View drive, and instead of lookmg out on the 
dancing waters of the lake would soon look 
out on a sand ridge and a row of fishing huts. 

Some of those present were not content 
with charging the park board with folly, but 
thought there were indications of something 
worse. It was intimated that all of the de- 
fendants in the condemnation suit were not 
treated alike. The suit was actually dismissed 
as tosome of them, they said, and private 
settlements substituted, as if to save them

Crawford Accepts the Appointment. 


The new board materializes slowly. Ber- 
nard F. Weber and Martin Becker have not 
yet been informed that the Governor’s choice 
has fallen on them; and although Andrew 
Crawford was offered the place some weeks 
ago it was not until late last night that he 
made his decision and telegraphed to the 
Gevernor his acceptance. Mr. Kirk’s resig- 
nation did not reach Springfield until yester- 
day and Mr. Waller’s resignation will be re- 
ceived still later. ; 

But Commissioner Cooper did “not take 
long to warm up to the importance ef Mr. 
Rozet’s act. He ordered his buggy by tele- 
phone and said he would proceed to Lake 
View at once to see about it. In the mean- 
while he said: ‘*As I construe the law we 
have the right to compel the destruction of 
that pier. Here is the law: 

‘**An act to grant the title of submerged land 
in Lake Michigan to the Commissioners of Lin- 
coln Park and enable them to exercise police 
powers over the water adjacent thereto. 

“Said Commissioners may have and exercise 
police control over the waters of Lake Michigan 
along the east side of said driveway and any ex- 
tension thereof for a distance of 250 feet, in the 
same way &s over the grounds of the park, and 
sand may be taken therefrom by permission of 
said Commissioners.” 

A man connected with the Park Commis- 
sion said: ‘There is no doubt of the rights 
of the board in the matter. It has control 
not only of the drive and its proposed §exten- 
sions, but that control extends out 250 feet 
into the lake from the bréak ‘waters. The 
riparian rights along the great lakes have 
never been determined, and on that fact no 
doubt Mr. Rozet bases his action. He is, 
however, wrong, as we have the law and rights 
on our side, Under the law referred to by 
Col. Cooper Mr. Fletcher was arrested just as 
any one digging up flower-beds in the park 
would have been arrested.”’ 

Breakwater Is Not Lawful. 


James S. Harlan of Gregory, Booth & 


of the board, said in reference to this subject: 
** Rozet’s breakwater is clearly unlawful and 
could in time be removed by process of law. 
We called on Capt. Marshall, the United 
States engineer in charge of this port, to pro- 
tect the drive, and he said it was out of his 
power. His jurisdiction extends only as faras 
the outer breakwater. The duty of protecting 
the shore north of that point, he said, 
devolved on Collector Russell, whose duty it 
was to report trespasses of any kind to the 
District Attorney for redress. But as to nat- 
ural accretions outside the drive there is little 
doubt that they will belong to the abutting 
property-owners. It seems to me that the de- 
cision of the United States Supreme Court in 
the case of the Illinois Central applies here. 
W. C.*Goudy told me before his death 
that the condemnation suits were con- 
ducted by the board under the impression that 
they were securing riparian rights, but that 
they were mistaken. The consequence is that 
if the board isto have the right to own or to 
control and regulate any land that may form 
in front of that sea wall they have all their 
work to do over again. At present the pros- 
pect is that the drive will, some time, be left 
inland, with sich unpleasant defacement that 
its beauty and usefulness may be destroyed. 
Then, if it should be abandoned, it will revert 
and be a dead loss.”’ 

If Rozet’s breakwater may stand, it is said, 
there is nothing to prevent every abutting 
property-owner for a mile from building a 
similar breakwater beyond the drive in front 
of his property, which would producea sandbar 
before the great drive could be cumpleted. 
But even without these breakwaters the nat- 
ural deposits of sand would have the same 
effect, only it would require more time. 

S. S. Gregory discovered yesterday that he 
was the regular attorney of the Lincoln Park 
Board without his knowing it. He was elected 
to the position for one year at,;a salary of 
$1,500 several weeks ago and had never been 
informed of the board’s action. He has only 
to file his acceptance to make the election 
valid. In the present disorganized state of 
the board this will prove a great advantage in 
the handling of the Rozet case. 


OMAHA TRANSFER PROBLEM SOLVED, 


Terminal Company Attains Trackage 
Richts with Missouri Pacific. 
Omana, Neb., March 19.—[Special. ]|—Gen- 
eral Me nager Doddridge of the Missouri Pacific 
today completed final arrangements with the 
Omaho Bridge and Terminal company where- 
by the terminal company secures trackage 
rights with the Missouri Pacific, This gives 
the terminal company a continual track from 
the general yards in Council Bluffs to the 
North End and South End yards in, Omaha, 
the yards in South Omaha, the South Omaha 
Stock-Yards and packing houses, and to East 
Omaha. Mr. Doddridge said that it had not 
been decided to build a joint freight depot in 
Council Bluffs, but the arrangement with the 
terminal company would give the Missouri 
Pacific access to the Council Bluffs yards. 
To facilitate the transfer of business in the 
North Omaha yards the railroad viaduct 
connecting the terminal tracks with those of 
the Missouri Pacific will be pushed to com- 
pletion. The new arrangement will allow the 
terminal company to handle the cars of any 
road over the Missouri Pacific tracks, and 
practically solves the question of interchange 
of railroad business between South Omaha, 
Omaha, East Omaha, and Council Bluffs.

GEN. DOE AT THE FORT | WAITE MAY NOT ABIDE THE DECISION. 


ASSISTANT SECRETARY OF WAR AN 
UNEXPECTED GUEST. 


-He Makes a Hurried but Careful Inspec- 


tion of Fort Sheridan, and Finds Every- 
thing in Complete Order—Col, Crofton 
Complimented Upon the Condition of 
the Men Under His Command-<The In- 
spector Received with Honors Due His 
Rank«Rumored Changes. 

Assistant Secretary of War Joseph Doe of- 
ficially inspected Fort Sheridan yesterday. 
Gen. Doe’s visit was without warning. He 
came from Milwaukee at noon and left for 
Fort Sheridan over the Northwestern at 3:05 
p.m. Just before the train left the depot he 
wired Post Commander Col. R. E. A. Crofton 
that he was coming. This gave Col. Crofton 
just thirty minutes to get ready. The ques- 
tion that was asked on all sides was: 

‘*Is Gen. Doe’s visit a step in the plan to 
remove the Fifteenth Regiment from Fort 
Sheridan and replace it with the. Seven- 
teenth from Fort D. A, Russell?”’ 

A statement of the plans of the War Depart- 
ment to this effect was printed in Tue Trrs- 
UNE some time ago. The information.at that 
time came indirectly from Col. Lamont him- 
self and is generally believed in army circles. 
The reason for the intended change is the al- 
leged lack of discipline at Fort Sheridan, and 
the basis for Lamont’s action is Col. Burton’s 
report upon his investigations made soon aft- 
er the killing of Capt. Hedberg by Lieut. 
Maney. 

Gen, Doe certainly succeeded in taking Col. 
Crofton by surprise, if that was his purpose. 
At the same time it cannot be said that he 
found things other than in apple-pie order, 
and it was the opinion of experts that Gen. 
Doe carried with him a favorable report when 
he left for Washington. 

Gen. Doe was accompanied by Mr. Silver- 
man of Milwaukee and Capt. Maus of Gen. 
Miles’ staff. While the train was running the 
twenty-five miles between Chicago and Fort 
Sheridane Col. Crofton ordered out Light 
Battery E, First Artillery, and drove to the 
depot to meet the inspecting officer. That 
was the only preparation made to meet Gen. 
Doe. There has not been so high a depart- 
ment officer at the fort before during the 
Cieveland’ administration. Col. Crofton 
would have been pleased to have shown him 
the regular honors, but the time was too 


short. 
Found All in Order. 


The Assistant Secretary did not catch the 
officers at the post napping by any means. 
The surprise was rather in the nature of a re- 
coil, as the General acknowledged after- 
wards. Col. Crofton met the party at the sta- 
tion, loaded his visitors into carriages, and 
drove directly to his own residence. As Gen. 
Doe drrived upon reservation ground Battery 
E gave the official salute of thirteen guns. 
Gen. Grant, Assistant Secretary of War, under 
the Harrison administration, was the last de- 
partment officer to receive that salute at the 
tort. , 

A brief visit to Cal. Crofton’s quarters was 
followed Ly the rounds of the post and the in- 
spection. The postis considered the pet of 
the department, being the most perfect in the 
country. and the inspection was as thorough 
as the hurried visit would allow. .The bar- 
racks, guard-house, and mess quarters were 
carefully inspected. While Col. Crofton was 
with.Gen. Doe the latter was given the lead 
in the search. After looking into clos- 
ets and small ro6otms,;.under bunks, and 
investigating all the different parapher- 
nalia incident to a soldier's” life “the 
General gave up the search and gave 
the Post Commander to understand that for 
first class cleanliness and general perfection 


of detail Fort Sheridan was fully up to the 


high standard expected by the department. 
Col. Crofte= said he didn’t consider that any- 
thing new or startling. The post was in ev- 
ery-day attire, and the Assistant Secretary 
hed not given them a chance to prepare their 
dress-parade clothes and show what really 
could be done, 
Reception to Gen. Doe. 

From the barracks the inspector was taken 
to the club-room in the officers’ quarters. 
There an informal reception was held, nearly 
all of the officers at the fort being present. 

The question, “‘Is the Seventeenth Regi- 
ment coming to take our quarters?’’ was not 
discussed, although considered a leading one 
at the fort just now. But the regimental mess 
was discussed freely and not at all favorably. 
Gen. Doe himself sided with the officers and 
did not think the idea a good one of having 
one mess for the entire regiment, It meant 
that in a few years a company would not 
know how to take care of itself away from the 
regiment, aud also the gradual dying out of 
that commendable spirit of company pride 
which meant so much in active service, The 
scheme was generally condemned as worth- 
less and one that for the good of the service 
should be abandoned at once. 

Fhe recent order of the department that 
officers supply themselves with whistles for 
signal service on skirmish line was comment- 
ed upon favorably. Gen. Doe had.used the 
whistle twelve years before in the field and 
said it proved a valuable aid. 

After the reception at the club-rooms (Col. 
Crofton accompanied Gen, Doe to the station 
in the Village of Fort Sheridan. At 7 
o'clock the inspector was again in the city 
where last night he was. the guest of several 
headquarters officers. Last evening he said: 

Compliments “Col, Crofton. 

**T was much interested in Fort Sheridan 
and the visit was a pleasant one. I examined 
as much of the fort as wag possible in so short 
a time, especially the barracks and mess hall. 
The arrangements in the quarters of the en- 
listed nfen were of particular interest. The 
general appearance of the quarters through- 
out are unusually good. The post command. 
er and medical department are to be compli- 
mented upon the care shown with the sanitary 
arrangements. The health. of the men ig 
carefully provided for and is noticeable.” 

Before going to Fort Sheridan Gen. Doe 
called upon Gen. Miles and the officers at the 
headquarters of the Department of the Mis- 
souri. A trip was then made to the three re. 
cruiting stations under the charge of Capt. 
Philip Reade of the Third Infantry. This 
was of particular interést to Gen. Doe for the 
reason that Capt. Reade has madea record 
the last year in Chicago that has astonished 
the War Department. He has recruited more 
soldiers at one of his three stations during the 
last twelve months than have all the stations 
of New York and Brooklyn together, He also 
has the record for the sinallest percentage of 
recruits rejected. 

A subject that is evokmg much comment at 
present is the removaiof Gen. ‘Miles from 
Chicago to New York. Says an officer in a 
position to know: 

‘*Gen. Miles will undoubtedly go to New 
York this year and senior Brig.-Gen. T. H. 
Ruger of California will undoubtedly take his

President Orr of the Intrenched Board 
Claims to Have Such Information, 

Denver, Colo., March 19.—[Special.}— 
Though the surface indications tonight are 
peaceful there are grave reasons to fear a re- 
newed outbreak of the utmost violence in event 
of certain things happening. President Orr of 
the intrenched board says: ‘*‘I shall not hold 
office a minute if the Supreme Court says we 
are not Commissioners, butI have private in- 
formation of a reliable character that the 
Governor will not accept the decision of the 
court if it is against him,’’ The Supreme 
Court rooin was crowded this afternoon with 
lawyers, politizians. and other interested per- 
sons while arguments wefe being made on 
the question submitted by the Governor 
whether Orr and Martin or Mullins and 
Barnes are legally entitled to act as members 
of the Fire and Police Board. 
& Taylor, counsel for Orr and Martin, 
whom the Governor attempted to remove, 
vielding to the force of public opinion, con- 
cluded to appear on behalf of their clients. 
Orr and Martin agreed to follow the advice of 
their counsel, The lawyers presented them- 
selves, however, not to argue the case on its 
merits, but to contend that it should be re- 
ferred to the District Court. Thomas 
Ward, Platt Rogers, J. Warner Mills, and 
Charles Hartsell presented the case for the 
Governor. They argued that ‘‘a solemn oc- 
casion ’’ had arisen and the public peace de- 
pended upon the Supreme Court making an 
answer to the questions submitted by the Gov- 
ernor as provided in the Constitution. They 
cited decisions of the court to prove 
that no private right was _ involved, 
and that the Governor, in removing Orr and 
Martin for causes stated in writing and not of 
a political nature, had exercised a right in- 
herent in his office and no court had a right 
to review his action. The matter was taken 


under advisement and no opinion is 
expected before the latter part of 
the week, State Game Warden

BRISK RAILROAD WAR AT BRADFORD. 


Battle Expected in the Pennsylvania Town 
Over a Contested Strip, 

BrapForD, Pa., March 19.—The Buffalo, 
Rochester and Pittsburg and the Western 
New York and Pennsylvania railroads en 
gaged this morning in a preliminary skir- 
mish for a strip of land five feet wide and 
500 feet long abutting on the Western New 
York and Pennsylvania track. Last night the 
Buffalo, Rochester and Pittsburg with a force 
of 500 men laid a side track over this 
strip.

FLOOD OF BOGUS COIN, 


COUNTERFEITERS IN OMAHA OIROU- 
LATE $500,000 IN SILVER. 


The Principal Gang Uses the Same Amount 
of Bullion and Alloy as the Govern- 
ment, and Their White Metal Dollars 
Cannot Be Detected from the Genuine 
They Make 51 Cents “ Seigniorage” on 
Each Dollar=Secret Service Men Work- 
ing on a Strong Clew. 

Omana, Neb., March 19.—[ Special. ]—Half 
a million perfect silver dollars in circulation. 
unauthorized by the government, is the sub- 
ject over which many detectives and Omaha 


bankers are disturbed tomght. Last week 
the headquarters of the United States 
Secret Service Bureau at Des 


Moines was combined with the Omaha 
station and all the special agents in both are 
in a hot chase after two gangs of counter- 
feiters who are flooding this city with the 
product of their work. It has been nec- 
essary to secure reinforcements today, 
and four special ageats of the govern- 
ment, in addition to Marshal White's 
forces, have been codperating with the 
Division Chief. A good clew to one gang has 
been found and some arrests will be made 
within a few days, in all probability. This 
latter clique has been making a clumsy imi- 
tation of silver half dollars, which indicates 
that its members are amateurs in the busi- 
ness. Butthe other gang is regarded asa 
professional one, and its scheme is one of 
mouey making magnitude. It has practical- 
ly established a little mint in Omaha right 
under the nose of Uncle Sam, and is work- 
ing so smoothly with such clever product that 
the secret service men are mystified as well 


as amazed at the extent to which this mone 


tary deception has been practiced, 
For months Omaha and vicinity have been 
the hotbed of a smooth crowd of ** minters.”’ 


They have coined, so it is said, $500,000 or 


more of dollars which contain the same 
umount of silver and alloy placed in the regu- 
lar dollar by the government mints, These 
men have simply started an apposition to the 
government and their money cannot be de- 
tected from the genuine. They are making 
money figuratively and literally. 
Seigniorage of Fifty-one Cents. 

It is said they realize 51 cents profit on 
every doilar they turn out. So cleverly have 
they worked that the cash drawers and banks 
of this city, Council Bluffs, South Omaha, 
and elséwhere have been receptacies for 


thousands of these home-made dollars. 
It is a “seigniorage’’ on the aly, 
and has finally attracted the atten- 
tion of the government. Not very long 


ago Omaha was the seat of operation fora 
‘gold washing”’ gang which palmed off a 
number of $20 gold pieces on the unsuspect- 
ing. Then came the spurious half-dollar 
product. The former crowd was apprehend- 
ed. On the eve of the arrest the members of 
the gang skipped for parts unknown. In 
the investigation incident to following 
up clews on the crowd the startling 
development was rhade that silver dollars 
with the true ring to them were being made in 
this vicinity. At first it was thought that the 
‘‘ minters ’’ were located in Council Bluffs, 
but a subsequent clew disclosed the fact that 
Omaha was the headquarters of the gang. 
The oftice of the United States Secret Service 
stationed at Des Moines for years was sudden- 
ly removed to Omaha, A few days ther2after 
four secret service specials appeared in 
Omaha, and the-officersare now bending 
every energy to locate the mint-and pull the 
coiners. The information leaked out today 
after the swarm of secret service mefi were 
satisfied that these men were in their 
clutches. No arrests have yet been made, 
however. The purchase of several thousand 
dollars’ worth of silver at the Grant smelter in 
Omaha weekly by persons unknown to the 
trade gave the authorities the first clew to the 
affair. The doilars are exactly like those 
coined by the United States mint, 


GOLD COIN SWINDLER CAPTURED, 


He Lightens $20 Pieces by Machinery and 
Passes Them in Sioux City. 

Sroux Crry, Ia., Mareh 19.—([Special.}]— 
A man giving his name as N. E. Darrow, alias 
W. F. Shaw, and a half dozen other aliases, 
and undoubtedly one of the smoothest bank 
swindlers in the country, came to grief here 
today and is locked up at police headquar- 
ters awaiting the advices of government 
officials. Today he went to the lowa State 
National Bank and -— secured’ twelve 
$20 gold pieces for currency. Later in 
the day he exchanged the gold for currency 
at the Farmers’ Loan and Trust company’s 
bank. ‘There it was discovered that the coins 
were light. It was found that he had $16 
worth of gold filings melted up at Hiles’ jew- 
elry factory, equal to the amount the 


coin was light. The police were fur- 
nished a description of him and _  lo- 
eated him in a room at the Friendship 


Hotel. They burst in the door and caught 
Darrow at work at a lathe taking gold from a 
$20 gold piece, of which he had a dozen in 
his possession, the milling having been re- 
moved from all of them. More than $100 
worth of molten gold was found in his 
possession, besides four ounces of dust. He 
had a fine assortment of tools, including the 
lathe, milling machines, files, etc. It is esti- 
mated that there is another $100 of gold 
dust in the files, all of which have been used. 
Correspondence was also captured showing 
that he had paid parties in Chicago, St. Louis, 
ang Omaha several hundred dollars in com- 
missions for disposing of gold for him, and 
there is also evidence that he has worked in 
all the principal cities of the country. He re- 
fuses to talk. Heis 45 years old, heavy set, 
514 feet in height, black hair and black beard. 


BIG FIRE IN MANUFACTURING DISTRICT. 


Loss of Nearly a Quarter of a Million Dol- 
lars on Factory Property. 

Puriapevpnta, Pa., March 19.—Fire this 
morning ‘destroyed the ‘big mill property 
owned by Frederick Rump & Bros., mann- 
facturers of table cloths and counterpanes, 
fronting in Huntington street, and extending 
from Palethorp to Hancock street, in the 
heart of the Kensington milldistrict. The to- 
tal loss is estimated at $240,000. The build- 
ing was five stories high and comprised three 
separate mills. The fire originated in thedry- 
ing room of the knit goods mill of Brown 
Bros. & Aberle, This firm sustains a loss of 
$40,000 on stock and machinery. The ma- 


chinery in J. H. A. Klauder & Co.’s stockinet 


mill. which has been shut down for a year, 
was damaged to the extent of $70,000.

Dispossess Proceedings Culminate Ab- 
ruptly by the Order of the Marshal for 
Possession by Thursday of This Week= 


Mutilated Body of a Child Found in 
the Cellar of a House in New York= 
Thomas’ Plans Practically Settled—Gen- 
eral New York News. | 
New‘ York, March 19.—[Special.]—A dis- 
possess notice was posted in the office of the 
Hotel New Netherlands at Fifth avenue and 
Fifty-ninth street today. It emanated from 
William Waldorf Astor through his attorneys. 
The notice ran simply as follows, signed by 
the landlord, F. P. Earle: : 
The guests of the Hotel New Netherlands are 


respectfully informed that owing to the demands 
of the owner, whichI am unable to meet, the ho- 


tel will be closed March 22.

FIND MUTILATED BODY OF A CHILD. 


Ghastly Discovery in the Cellar of a New 
York House. 

New York, March 19.—[Special. |}—Widow 
McDermott, who lives on the top floor of No. 
517 West Thirty-ninth street, bought a sup- 
ply of wood today and took it to the cellar. 
As she was about to deposit it in a corner she 
caught sight of a strange looking bundle 
of clothing. She stepped up :to 
it, and upon examination found it con- 
tained a human body without head or limbs. 
Without waiting to make any further exa.ni- 
nation she ran to inform Mary Farrell, the 
janitress, of the discovery. Mrs. Farreli hur- 
ried out to summon Policeman McEneny, 
who took the bundle and its contents to the 
West-Thirty-seventh Street Police Station. 
There it was found that the body was that of 
a 12-year-old child. It was in a perfect 
state of preservation, apparently, to 
judge by the condition of the skin. A doctor 
who saw the body gave it as his opinion it 
had been boiled. The arms were cut off 
about three inches from the shoulder and the 
stumps of the legs were not above four inches 
long. The clothimg consisted of a blue calico 
dress with white dots and a corset waist. How 
the body got into thecellar is a mystery. 
The people living in’ the house all claimed 
to have no knowledge of it. The cellar door 
is open day and night. A person not belong- 
ing there could easily carry a bundle into it 
without being seen.

New York, March 19.—[Special. |—It - was 
a tale fuilof trouble, that of the French 
steamer La Bretagne, which ended today, and 
it is to the wonder of all concerned that the 
steamer is not lying today a wreck on the 
sandy shoals that line the Long Island shore. 
All the way from Havre to the hook ill luck 
pursued it. And asa fitting close to all this 
unfortunate history the Bretagne, wander- 


ing in a fog bank Sunday night, ran 
hard and fast ashore twelve miles 
to the eastward of Fire Island light. 


The Bretagne was imprisoned only three 
hours. It drove into the surf at midnight and 
at 3 o’clock backed off again, With the ex- 
ception of a few minor scratches and the de- 
lay, the vessel suffered nothing. When the 
ship struck opposite the Patchogue Life-sav- 
ing Station few of the passengers had retired, 
There was a little excitement at first, for the 
heavy fog hung over the beach like a pall. 


Even the officers for a time were 
ignorant of the exact position of 
the ship. A superficial examination 


was made by sending two sailors and the 
ship’s chief machinist over. the bows. They 
were hauled beck to the deck within ten mip- 
utes and reported the craft as tight as adruin. 
There was no turning in for 
the saloon passengers. then. They 
gathered in the main saloon and smok- 
ing compartment and chatted and joked until 
the craft backed off into deeper water. No in- 
jury was found. At4:30 the vessel was put 
under way again in the direction of Sandy 
Hook, The fog was as thick us ever then, and 
it had to feel its way cautiously. It did not 
reach Sandy Hook until 9:20 o'clock, 

The steamer Carlisle, from Rotterdam, 
plowed its way through ice for sixty miles 
and arrived here today bearing many marks 
of the struggle. It reached latitude 46° and 
longitude 46° March 11, when it stryck the 
ice. The steamer was in constant peril of be- 
ing crushed. 


DEATH OF CUMMODORE WHITING, 


His Funeral Will Be Held Wednesday with 
Military Honors, 

New York, March 19.—[Special.|—Com- 
modore William D. Whiting, who was injured 
by a cable car in January, died this morning 
of Bright's disease. He will be buried with 
military honors. The funeral is to be held at 
Trinity Chapel, in West Twenty-fifth street, 
Wednesday morning at 10:30. The Rev. Dr. 
Morgan Dix will officiate, assisted by the Rev. 
Mr. Mead of Newark. The honorary pall- 
bearers will be Rear Admiral Bancroft Gher- 
ardi, John M. bh, Clitz, and Alexander C.,’ 
Rhind, Capt. August P. Cooee, Capt. Edward 
M, Shepard, and Surgeon Lucian G, Henl- 
berger. Six sailors from the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard will be the active pall-bearers, and ‘he 
escort will consist of a company of marines 
and the Marine Band. The interment will be 
at Bellevue, N. J. 

Allan Campbell, who had been prominent 
in public affairs in this city for mhny years, 
died Sunday evening at his home, No. 125 
Lexington avenue. Mr. Campbell came of 
Scotch ancestry and was born in Albany in 
1815.. For nearly half a century he was 
noted for his ability asa civil engineer. He 
built, in 1850, the first railroad ever oper- 
ated in South America. It extended from 
Lima to Callao, Peru. He wasfor six years 
President of the New York and Harlem rail- 
road, of whose engineering forces he had 
been the head for twenty years. He was 
chief engineer in the construction of the Pa- 
cific railroad. Mayor Wickham appointed 
Mr. Campbell Commissioner of Public 
Works in this city in 1876. Mayor Cooper 
appointed him Controller in December, 1880. 
He was nominated for Mayor as the citizens’ 
candidate in 1882, but was defeated by 
Franklin Edson. Since that time he had not 
been active in politics.

Gen. Coxey rose betimes this morning and 
devoted some golden moments to the silica 
sand business, while the lone Oklahoma cow- 
boy curried the horses, and Carl Browye re- 
sumed painting the second band-wagon. 
These irksome duties completed, the General 
kissed the infant legal Coxey good-by and 
waited for Chief Marshal Browne to com- 
plete his toilet. Mr. Browne tucked his 
trousers into his boots, clasped his amber 
beads about his neck, and placing his buck- 
skin coat outside of his velvet waistcoat 
plunged his non-interest bearing head into his 
wild West hat, and announced himself ready 
to return to the task of .reforming the world. 

On reaching Massillon\it was aecided that 
the greatness of the movement demanded 
town headquarters and a room was obtained 
in a business block at Main and Clay streets. 
Word was sent to the war correspondents that 
they would be given an audience at 10:30 a. 
m., and the gentlemen who write history were 
all there, The morning mail contained a 
goodly grist, and the master and the chieftain 
were evidently cheered by the contents. The 
facts concerning the movement, as officially 
promulgated, run like this: 

William Yost is rigging up a saddle for the 
well-constituted person of the Chief Marshal. 
This is another of Browne’s miracles and a 
disinterested example of those who have to 
give giving to them that have not. The titles 
of Browne's war songs were read off. The 
list is sacred, but the Marshal consented to 
cut off a few feet from two of them. Here is 
one: 
O, Americans, dear, did you bear the news that’s 

going round? 

Titles of other songs are: 

Interest-bearing bonds must go. 

Here's health to our grand and noble cause. 

We are marching on to Washington. 

After the Commonweal! march is over. 
Encouragement in the Mail. 


‘*Here,”’ said Mr. Browne, “ is a large mass 
of letters from various unions refuting the 
story that this is a movement of tramps.”’ 
Alexander Wilson of Burlington, Ia., writes: 

I have 175 men enrolled and have applied for 
transportation on the railroads by way of Indian- 
apolis, The feeling for demanding free silver 
from old Cleveland is growing stronger. Our 
rations we will expect to collect from the people 
en route. 

Leonidas Connell of No. 319 Michigan ave- 
nue, Chicago, says: 

I believe you are beginning a propaganda the 
results of which will surprise yourself. I can 
draw up better bills than those you will take.to 
Washington, but, however that may be, the bills 
are shrewdly drawn and are adapted to attract 
the attention of the public. Use all your exec- 
utive force to put out of your ranks any disturb- 
ing elements that will be sent there by the ene- 
my. I would rather have 300 picked men than 
1,000 indifferent, ornamental, and rebellious 
men, 

Announcement was nade that a public meet- 

ing would be held on Charles street tonight. 
When the levee had been concluded the Chief 
Marshal and Gen. Coxey drove back to 
Coxeana. Before going Mr. Coxey said: 
‘** This thing is like the floods in the spring 
tim.e—getting higher and higher. The people 
see tho necessity for this movement. The at- 
tem pt to fill this town with tramps to afford a 
pretext for calling out the militia has been a 
failure. We are on top.” 


Views of Massillon’s Mayor. 


In along interview this afternoon Mayor 
William M. Reed said: * Personally I donot 
feel the slightest uneasiness for the peacefal 
departure of the Commonweal army. Ihave 
considered evefy contingency liable to arise, 
and while [am fully prepared to repress any 
turbulence, I anticipate-none. I am asked 
whether the demcnstration proposed would 
not bean infraction of our Sunday law. It is 
possible thhkt some features promised might 
be so construed. I donot think it would be 
wise public policy, however, to disperse the 
procession because of any technical violation 
of the ordinances if the exodus is otherwise 
orderly. I believe the leaders are ambitious 
to give their movement some character, 
and hence whatever complications may arise 
near Pittsburg | see no reason to doubt that 
the Commonweal will set forth from here de- 
cently and in order. You'll find, in my opin- 
ion, that when Sunday comes there will be 
less than 500 followers of Coxey here. It is 
natural to suppose that thousands of specta- 
tors will be attracted. I’ve looked into this 
thing carefully. I would be failing in my 
duty todo less and | think that Coxey and 
Browne are treading on air, and while honest- 
ly expecting a great uprising they will be 
greatly disappointed. Special writers unfamil- 
iar with local conditions have lookea through 
Coxey'’s eyeglasses and think they see the 
groundswell of a great movement. Meetings 
attended by a few hundreds; and those per- 
sons mostly onlookers, have been depicted as 
tremendous affairs, and the crowds passing 
on the streets have been catalogued in the 
Coxey class without their knowledge or con- 
sent. That we have had uno incursion of 
tramps is surprising in view of the sensational 
stories of board and lodging free of cost. I 
think that movement has been nipped in its 
incipiency. Certainly we have few more 
trainps than usual. Our citizens think there 
are a great many more, but only because they 
now question vagrants who come to their 
houses, while heretofore such gentry have 
been handled by the cook. I have corre- 
sponded with other officials and they see no 
indications of a stampede. 

Railroads and Tramps. 


‘*The ratiroads have been unusually lenient. 
this winter with the trampers, but within a 
few days the Pennsylvania company has 
‘looked into this matter and decided upon a 
course’ to follow’should it appear that an 
army of vagrants is about to descend upon 
Massillon. Its chief traveling detective was 
in consultation with me this morning, and he 
gave it as his belief that there are no more 
tramps working along the Pennsylvania lines 
than usual. He has therefore had orders to 
defer action for one week. Should it appear 
that any considerable number of tramps are 
working this way all trainmen will be at once 
instructel] to keep them off the trains. 

‘I will have ample power backed by de- 
termisation to quell any disturbance. In 
case of pacenaity } have authority under the 
statutes to press any citizen into immediate 
service asa special policeman. This matter 
is serious only because the people of the 
county, and especially around Pittsburg, 
have made itso. They have cried before they 
are hurt. Of course it-is entirely proper to 
give due consideration to all these matters, 
but what's the use of getting excited over an 
army that with all the talk all over this land 
consists at the present moment of two officers

Mme, Eames Scores Her Second Success of 
the Season—Cast of Principals, with One 
Exception, More than SatisfactoryesLag.

The ** Lohengrin’ production at the Audi. 
torium last evening was attended by one of 
the largest audiences of the present season, 
fully sustaining the popularity of Wagner and 
the high esteem in which his works are held 


particularly remarkable, because of the fact 
that Holy Week prevents an attendance at 
other times possible toa large contingent of 
opera-goers. There can now be not the 
slightest reason of doubt as to the brilliant 
success of the present season. The cast of 
principals presenting the work was 
eminently satisfactory, with the exception 
of the Ortruda of Mile. Domenech, Mme. 
Eames as Elsa, ideally attractive in the im- 
personation, was womanly and graceful ih 
bearing and sang the music with great beauty 
of tone and phrasing. While she was pain. 
fully handicapped, as was also the case with 
Lassalle, in the great scene in the second act, 
because of the inability of Mlle. Domenech, 
her value was none the less evident, although 
it lost beca®se of incompleteness in the gen. 
eral effect, the passionate hate which gives 
such deep dramatic color to the music through 
the part of Ortruda being absent. 

There is yet to come to Mme. Eames, how. 
ever, an ability to merge herself in the rdle, 
to combine with the charm of yocalism, 
which she now possdtsses, the charm of: self. 
forgetfulness, which Jends reality. M. Plan. 
con, who-made his first appearance here in 
the rdle of the King, adds another to the num. 
ber of picturesque and imposing personalities 
included in the present organization, M. 
Plancon’s vocal ability is fully in keeping 
with his physical attributes. In the music 
allotted to the rdle he displayed an admirable 
voice, full, ringing, andsonorous. The phras. 
ing was marked by elegance, though at times 
at variance with accepted tradition. 
dean de Reszke appeared the Knight of the 
Swan and infused the réle with a genuine de. 
gree of subtler ideality and appreciation oi 
its mystic character. The Telramund of Jean 
Lassalle added another to the gallery of por. 
traits that he has presented. In detail, ina. 
dramatic effect, afid in careful study of the 
resources and attributes of the character he 
was fully acceptable, as was his voice in the 
delivery of the music.’ Sig. Vaschetti as the 
Heraid succeeded with reservations, beimg at 
times prone to wander from the key. 

The chorus was an unfoftunate feature, af- 
taining to slightly better effort in the opening 
of the second act, but spiritless, ragged. and 
unfortunate in pitch in the first. In lighter 
demand the respqnse is equal to the occasion, 
but Wagner seems not to have permeated 
their ranks with a degree of familiarity that 
they evidence in Donizetti. 

The orchesta played Con Amore, evincing 
heartiness and sympathy. The Vorspiel was 
given with great charm of color under the di- 
rection of Sig. Mancinelli, who conducted 
throughout with a vivacity peculiarly Italian, 
but at times more demonstrative arid multi- 
ple in gesture than seemed either *need- 
ful or necessary.

It was the most interesting day of the sensa-

evil. ‘*There are three parties to this suit,” 
he concluded, *‘ the plaintiff, the defendant, 
and the public.”’ 

It was not the line of questioning but the 
repetitions to it to which he objected, Mr. 
Wilson argued, and the court sustained him. 

‘** Were you old enough to take care of your- 
self at the Wesleyan Seminary?’’ was the 
next question. 

‘*Yes, sir,’ was the answer. But after it 
had been mado Mr. Wilson proceeded to ob- 
ject that it was not age or reading upon 
which stress was made, but that it depended 
upon ** who approached with silvery tongue.” 

This allusion to the well-known sobriquet of 
the Kentncky orator provoked an audible 
laugh, which caused Judge Bradley to admin- 
ister a sharp reprimand. 

Thought the Blind Man Her Friend. 


There was much questioning as to whether 
she knew certain persons in Bridgeport, Ky.., 
where she had stopped in.1882 and 1883. 
Some of the names she did not remember and 
others she recalled, among them Alex. Julian. 
the blind man, with whom the defense will 
endeavor to prove Miss Pollard retired tou 
country house after a mock marriage. Miss 
Pollard dxplained the circumstances of the 
visit to Squire Kinsey’s house on which, the 
story of the mock marriage with Julian was 
based, declaring that to the best of her know!l- 
edge nothing like a moek marriage had taken 
place. Her Uncle George, who is still living 
and with whom her mother lives, was with 
her that day. 

‘* Did Mr. Julian ever conduct himself 
toward you as a lover—did he ever attempt to 
earess you?’ was asked. 

** No, indeed ; he would not have dared to,”’ 
came the emphatic reply, supplemented by 
the explanation that her Uncle George had 
been very strict with the girls, and would not 
have permitted anything of the sort. 

**How long did your friendship with Mr. 
Julian continue?”’ 

** T thought Mr, Julian was still my friend. 
I did not know that he was not.” 

** Did you know Owen Robinson?” 

**] knew Mr. Robinson.”’ 

** Did you ever correspond with him?” 

‘*] may have written tohim. I do not re- 
mem ber.’’ 

Several letters were handed to Miss Pol- 
lard with an inquiry whether she had written 
them. 

She said that she could best tell by reading 
them to see whether she recugnized any ex- 
pressions as those she was accustomed to use. 
After a long pause she handed back the fifst 
one, saying with a smile: ‘I did write that.” 
Of the others she said she might have written 
them. One of them contained a lock of hair. 

Attorneys Carlisle and Wilson occupied a 
quarter of an hour in reading these school- 
girl letters, after which Mr. Butterworth read 
them to the jury. Later Mr. Butterworth 
again referred to the letter which Miss Pollard 
had averred Friday was not written by her- 
self. She asked him to show it to her again, 
saying that while the expressions of some of 
them seemed familiar the handwriting did 
not, and she did not wish to claim a letter 
which she never d written. ‘There was a 
silence while the plaintiff scanned the letter. 

‘I did not write that letter; I never did. | 
pronounce it a forged letter,” she exclaimed 
with emphasis. 

‘* Then you are sure you did not write it.” 

‘I never wrote such things as are in that, 


and no one knows it better than the man who 
sits beside you, An,expert might have done 
it, and did.” og 

Mr. Wilson reproved his client for her ex- 
citement, telling her that she must not forget 
herself, 

“T know, but they must not begin that,” 
she replied excitedly. Thenshe asked to be 
shown the envelope it came in, but there was 
none in court. 

Returning to the circumstances of Lol. 
Breckinridge’s first visit to her at the semi- 
nary, Mr. Butterworth asked if he had told 
her that he was in town on some railroad 
business. This the plaintiff denied, asserting 
‘‘he said he had come to see me and he over- 
shadowed me with a giance.” 

She had known of Cols Breckinridge, hav- 
ing often heard her uncle, wno had fought in 
Breckinridge’s brigade, speak of him, and 
parenthetically she remarked, after Mr. But- 
terworth had asked whether she knew much 
about him, **I don’t think anybody knew 
much about Col. Breckinridge until. lately.” 

Considerable time was spent in elicting 
from Miss Pollard the story of the beginning 
of the alleged illicit relations with Col. Breck- 
inridge. When Mr. Butterworth asked her 
if when she first went thereshe knew the 
character of the house of Sarah Goss'in Lex- 
ington, to which Col. Breckinridge took her, 
Miss Pollard responded almost in a shriek: 
‘No, sir; no, sir; no, sir.”’ The trip to Lex- 
ington had been made under the pretense on 
the part of Col, Breckinridge that he wished 
to look over the school to which he proposed 
sending her. 

Rosselle Wants a Government Position. 

Regarding the deposition of Rosselle, who 
is said to have been Miss Pollard’s lover 
while she was at school, Miss Pollard said 
significantly that the statment would not 
have been made‘*except for internal rev- 
enue.”’ 

‘*What do you mean by that?’ asked Mr, 
Butterworth. 

‘‘ You know,” was Miss Pollard’s response. 

Mr. Butterworth disavowed knowledge upon 
that point, whereupon Miss Pollard said: 

‘+ Mr. Rosselle is a candidate for a govern- 
ment office in Mr. Breckinridge’s district.”’ 

Recurring to the incidents in the house of 
Sarah Goss Miss Pollard said: 

‘+ It was during that balf hour that I agreed 
to give myself to that man, and he knows ia 

‘* Hold on, thatis argument,”’ interrupted 
Mr. Butterworth, and continuing he asked: 
‘* You agreed then to give yourseif to him?’ 

‘*IT did. I promised, and up to the 17th of 
May, 1893. I was faithful to him.” 

‘Up to that time your life had been pure?”’ 

** Tt had.’’ 

** What relation did you propose to sustain 
to him in the future?” 

‘*] thought nothing of it. I think under the 
circumstances people ordinarily do not.” 

Mr. Butterworth—You knew that you were 
losing your respectability and standing? 

‘*] did not, then.” 

‘+ How soon did you realize it?’ 

‘‘Not until he made mean outcast; until he 
had made my life too hard to bear. He ruined 
me, but I loved him then. His slightest wish was 
law to me then.’ Miss Pollard wept as she 
made this reply. 

‘But you know your 
wrong?’ 

‘*Mr. Breckinridge was a man who could 
make anything seem right with his argu- 
ments.’’ During this passage, whieh seemed 
to affect Miss Pollard deeply and visibly 
moved the audience of men _ before her, Col. 
Breckinridge sat facing her with his chin rest- 
ing on his hands and no traces of emotion ap- 
pearing on his face. 

Once when Mr. Butterworth inquired how 
long they had remained in a house in Cincin- 
nati Miss Pollard replied that she could not 
remember; it must have been two or three 
hours; and added: **How long was it, Mr. 
Breckinridge?’ an interrogation which pro- 
voked a laugh. 

As Black as Painted. 

‘Did Mr. Rhodes know of your relations 
to Mr. Breckinridge?’’ was asked. 

‘*Indeed he did not or Mr. Breckinridge 
would not have been living today.”’ 

‘*Then you were under a sort of contract to 
marry Mr. Rhodes in return for the money 
for your schooling, Mr. Breckinridge was 
keeping you, and you were engaged to Mr. 
Rosselle?”’ 

‘* Yes, Mr. Butterworth,’’ said Miss Pollard, 
deliberately. ‘“‘It was as bad as it sounds; 
and he knew it ail’’ (referring to Mr. Breck- 
inridge). 

**Piease remember the state of my mind 
when that article was written. I was all but 
insane,’ she said when a minor discrepancy

When she had visited the convent after the 
suit was filed Sister Agnes had not at first rec- 
ognized her, but before she left had gaid:

Hesaid thatif he was ever 
able to marry me he would and that if he 
could not marry me he would keep me in his 
life always.”’

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


PROPOSED OHIO LEGISLATION WOULD 
MAKE LOWER RATES, 


It Is Approved on the Ground as Being 
Reneficial Both to the Companies and 
the PubliceCompared with the Laws 
of Germany and France=Miuneapolis 
Reinsurance Case Not to Be Appealed= 
Decrease in Chicago Agents’ Business= 
Lewses iu Savannah —Insprance Notes. 


The Qhio legislator who introduced in his 
State Assembly last Friday a bill to limit the 
amount of insurance which could be carried 
on any risk to 80 per cent of its value is re. 
garded in this section as a Trojan among the 
lawmakers who have been endeavoring this 
year to legislate for the management of in- 
surance Companies, His action is in strong 
contrast to the granger legislation of Western 
States, where all manner of im positions on in- 
surance business are suught to be inflict&d by 
law. The effect of the Ohio man’s bill, if it 
should become a law, would lead to a consid- 
erable reduction of ratesin his State. The 
fact that the assured could get but 80 per 
cent of the value of his property in case of a 
total loss would induce him to exercise pru- 
dence. It would remove the object which dis- 
honest merchants and others have iw view 
when they insure their property to full value 
and then burn it. This moral hazard would 
be removed by sucha lawas the Ohio legis- 
lator proposes, The companies in turn, with 


their liability lessened, would make lower 
rates. 

There is a demonstration of this fact in 
Germany and France. There laws: prevail 
which forbid the carrying of more than two- 
thirds of the value of the assured property. In 
consequence the average rate of insurance In 
those two countries is 17 cents on the $100. 
The average rate in the United States, on the 
contrary, is $1.05 on the $100. There may 
be some difference of construction in the Eu- 
ropean countries in favor of a lower rate, but 
the fire-fighting appliances of this country are 
deemed su; erior to those abroad, 


REVERSAL OF AN INDEMNITY SUIT. 


The Fidelity and Casualty Company Sus- 
tained in a Novel Case. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 19.—[Special. ] 
—A novel point of law was decided by the 
Supreme Court today when a verdict secured 
in the Northampton Common Pleas Court 
was reversed, The Fidelity and Casualty 
company in an insurance policy agreed to 
indemnify the Phillipsburg Horse Car com- 
pany againstany damages recovered by any 
passengers for injuries received upon the pas- 
senger railway. When the tracks of the com- 
pany were obstructed by snow the company 
used sleighs instead of cars. One of these 
sleighs upset, the passenger received injuries. 
and recovered damages from the company. 
Suit was in time brought against the casualty 
company for the amount of the loss. The 
casualty company demurred against paying 
for sleighs instead of cars and the Supreme 
Court sustained the insurance company. 


Reinsurance a Detriment. 


The numerous recent failures of insurance com- 
panies and the efforts of others to reinsure their 
business prompted a manager tosay yesterday 
that reinsurance has been of great detriment to 
the fire underwriting business. With the rein- 
surance plan of escape numerous companies have 
been organized largely for the purpose of afford- 
ing positions and salaries to interested persons. 
A grea. deal of businessis written on poor risks 
at high commissions and at reduced rates, the 
three cardinal principles of bad management. 
After a few months in some cases and in others 
a few years the unstable concerns, seeing failure 
ahead of them, dodge the worst result by reinsur- 
ing their business. If this aventie of escape were 
not open the business of organizing insurance 
companies for illegal revenue would not flourish 
so extensively. 


United Firemen's Will Not Appeal. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., March 19.—{Special.]— 
The case of reinsurance which was recently de- 
cided in the Hennepin County District Court 
against the United Firemen’s Insurance com- 
pany of Philadelphia in a suit brought against 
it by the Albany insurance company will not be 
appealed to the Supreme Court. The District 
Court held that when the locai agents of the Al- 
bany procured the policy of reinsurance and de- 
livered it to the general agent of the Albany 
their duty was at an end, their agency did not 
extend further, and they were not competent 
persons to receive notice of cancellation. 


Reduction in Chicago Business, 


It isestimated that Chicago underwriters are 
doing 15 per cent less business this year than at 
the corresponding period of 1893. Several of 
the agencies reported improved business and are 
beginning to weara cheerful aspect. But mer- 
chants have reduced their stocks to such an ex- 
tent that they are not carrying nearly the amount 
that they had last year, and it is from this source 
largely that the revenue of underwriters has 
fallen off. 


Costly Business in Savannah. 

The Southeastern Tariff Association recently 
raised rates in Savannah, Ga., alleging that the 
Fire Department of that city was grossly ineffi- 
cient. The citizens have raised a storm of objec- 
tion. In self-defense the local agents have fur- 
nished the following sworn information: Losses, 
tive years, $1,838,385; premiums, five years, 
$1,781,452; expenses, 33% per cent, $593,817; 
total loss sustained, five years, $650,750. From 
this it appears that the annual loss for five years 
has been $130,150 on Savannah business. 


Raising Eastern Rates. 

The Middle Department has increased Pennsy]- 
vania cement mill rates 25 per cent; potteries 
and terra cotta works 20 percent. New Jersey 
rates are advanced as follows: Theaters, opera- 
houses, and furniture factories, 20 per cent; 
plani mills 10 per cent, and on potteries 25 
conae tak Maryland increases are as follows: 
Canning factories, furniture factories, planing 
milis, theaters, and opera-houses, 20 per cent. 
In all of the above States the advances named 
are attended with a condition that the 80 per 
cent coinsurance clause is to be attached. If 
this is not done a still further increase of 20 per 
cent is made.—Journal of Commerce, 


Bad: Record for Club-Houses. 

Many of the underwriters, on learning of the 
loss of the Pickwick club-house at New Orleans, 
were reminded of the fact that nearly-all club- 
houses in Chicago have burned. The Union club 
was a total loss. The Illinois club, in its tem- 
porary house on the West Side, was a bad loss. 
The Chicago club, in its old house, had quite a 
loss. Lhe Athletic club, notwithstanding its 8o- 


called fireproof construction, had a loss of 60 per 


cent on insurance. The Caiumet club was prac- 
tically a total loss. It is rather a bad record for 
club-houses. 


Insurance Official Injured. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa. March 19.—{Special ]— 
William A. Lamotte, Secretary of the Farmers’ 
Insurance company of Wilmington, Del., had his 
arm and leg broken today while jumping from a 
train. John Smedley, who set fire to about a 
dozen properties in Delaware County, Pa., and 
who was a menace tothe insurance companies, 
was convicted of arson today. 


Establishes a Western Department.

The Boston Board of Underwriters has adopted 
a rule to the effect that policies must be written 
at the rate in force at the time the insurance ap- 
plies. This was done to head off the brokers, 


who, desirous of getting the advantage of an ex- 
pected change in rate, have been in the habit of 
holding policies open until the rate should be 


issued.

PREPARING THE WORLD’S FAIR REPORTS 


Commissioner Tousiey on a Task That Will 
Dra¢ Along Many Months. 

National Commissioner of the Columbian 
Exposition O. V. Tousley of Minnesota, who 
has been in Chicago since February preparing 
the report of the National Commission on 
World’s Fair work which the act of Congress 
creating the commission requires, says that 
the public will get a wrong impression 
from the Washmgton dispatches published 


yesterday. Ben Butterworth has no connec- 


tion with this committee whatever, Mr. Tous- 
ley says, the members being President Palmer 
and Messrs. St. Clair, Massey, Lannon, Mar- 
tin, Roach, Thacher, and Tousley. The two 
latter were deiegated by the Historical com- 
mittee to prepare the final report. The bur- 
den of this falls on Mr. Tousley, as Mr. 
Thacher refused to do anything except to pre- 
pare the report of the Committee on Awards. 

No time had been set by this committee 


‘when Col. Davis was expected to turn in his 


report. The statement was made that Col. 
Davis refused to make his report except to 
the full commission, and barring that would 
report direct to the President. No funds 
were available to enable the commission to 
hold a meeting, and all the work of preparing 
the report was left to the full committee. 
The committee expected to meet in April, but 
found that there was no business to be done 
then. Mr. Tousley said a wrong impression 
had become general regarding the work his 
committee proposed todo. They had no ex- 
pection and no desire to cut anybody’s report, 
but it was necessary to properly edit the work 
to see that there were no repetitions and -that 
well-balanced expression be given the work as 
a whole. If each of the Chiefs of Depart- 
ments reporting kept on their own ground 
there probably would be little dissatisfaction 
with the work when completed. 

The schedule which Mr. Tousley has prepared 
of the work to be done shows they intend to 


preface it with the law creating the Exposi- - 


tion, what is attempted in the tinal report, 
analysis of the reports submitted, events lead- 
ing up to the Exposition, and results accom- 
plished. This will occupy 100 pages. Then 
will follow the reports of ‘all the officers, then 
of the departments, bureaus, and boards, all 
properly classified. Mr. Tousleyis now get- 
ting a synopsis of the work of the Board of 
Control, the commission, and the Executive 
committee, and somebody is expected to fur- 
nish the work of the Council of Administra- 
tion. Mr. Tousley said: **The First Con- 
troller of the Treasury has said that the pay- 
ment of my salary wasillegal, but as Congress 
has required us to make a report if the fund 
available is unbalanced somebody must have 
power to balance it. The people or the pa- 
pers have seemed to expect that we would 
make an immediate report, but, so far, few 
reports have been submitted to us. We will 
do right well if we know by the first of next 
year just where we stand.”’ 


DEADLOCKED OVER DUNNING SEWER. 


The County Commissioners Again Fail to 
Award the Contract. 

The proposed Dunning sewer is giving the 
County Commissioners considerable trouble. 
Yesterday afternoon the board reconsidered 
the question of awarding the contract and 
finished in a deadlock. It came up for the 
second time with the recommendation that 
John F. Rowan be formally allowed to with- 
draw his bid of $5,675 (the lowest given for 
the work), retain his $1,000 guarantee 
check, and that the contract be awarded to 
Wilson & Jackson for $6.785, that firm be- 
ing the next lowest bidder. «Some of the 
Commissioners refused to ratify the action of 
the Public Service committee, on the ground 
that it was irregular and illegal. A majority 
of the board thought it would be saving the 
county money to give the work to Wilson & 
Jackson, as the price of labor had risen since 
the bid was made, and the irregularity should 
be overlooked. The recommendation to re- 
turn Rowan his check was stricken from the 
report, as it had already been returned. Then 
the motion to award the contract to Wilson & 
Jackson was lost by one vote, the result 
standing 9 to 4. ten being necessary for the 
awarding of contracts. Commissioner. Cool 
then moved to nave ail the bids rejected, and 
the vote stood 6 to 6. Commissioner Cool, 
however, secured the rejection of the specifi- 
cations under which the contract was adver- 
tised, which practically means a readvertise- 
meut for bids. New specifications will be 
drawn up at once. 

The board had a good laugh at the expense 
of Commissioner Edmanson when hag got up 
and said: ** Mr. Chairman, in view of the 
tact that the 22d of this month will be Wash- 
ington’s birthday I move that the Commis- 
sioners’ office be vlosed that day.”’

Dr. M. H. Lackersteen, who had fifteen 
years’ practical experience in India, was 
asked his opinion- yesterday regarding the 
conclusion arrived at by Dr. Heine Marks of 
St. Louis that cholera can be cured by sur- 
gery. He said: 

The medical profession has from the earliest 
times produced the pioneers in science and it has 
also brought forth some of the greatest fools that 
God ever put the bréath of life into. The point 
this St. Louis man makes-in his argument is that 
by means of an artificial valve, made through 
the insertion of a silver tube into an incision in 
the intestines, an artificial valve is formed. 
Then the intestines can be flooded with an anti- 
septic solution. Now so far as flushing of the 
bowels is concerned there is nothing new about 
that ; and a surgical operation is not needed. By 
injection the ilio-cecal valve can be passed. It 
is when collapse comes to the patient that Dr. 
Marks would, so he says, resort to surgery. But 
it is certainly too late then. When the patient 
reaches that stage’ the whole body is poisoned 
with the disease. 

Dr. Elmer Lee, an expert in germ diseases, 
also ridicules the surgery theory. He said: 

An operation like that would be utterly im- 
practicable. Itis visionary. In time of an epi- 
demic it would be impossible to get physicians 
enough to perform the operations. Thena cap- 
ital operation on the body of a patient in the col- 
lapsed state would be fatal. is biood is then

‘JUMP IN SHIPMENTS. | 


EAST-BOUND GRAIN TONIMAGE RE- 
APONDS TO LOW RATES. 


Evidence That the 20-Cent Tariff Has 
Been Cut to 15, but This Is to Termt- 
nate After April 2—Rush for Business 
Meanwhile=What Central Traffic Asso- 
ciation Lines Carried Last Week=—Pians 
for Adjusting Lake and Rafl Rates= 
Other Transportation Affairs. 

Another material increase in: east-bound 
through shipments was made last week by the 
roads running east from Chicago, as the result 
of the low rates now being quoted on grain, Chi- 
cago to New York. While no tariffs at less 
than 20 cents per 100 pounds have been issued, 
it is claimed that shipments are being made 
at 15 cents. That the 20-cent tariff has been 
seriously cut is shown by the facet that at the 
meeting uf the trunk ling Presidents and the 
Joint committee in New York last week it was 
decided no more cutting below the 20-cent 
basis will be permitted after April 2, 1894. 
In consequence there will be quite a rush of 
business between now and April 2, as roads 
are expected to maintain the 10-cent rate for 
at least a week or two after that. date. 

Total shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions from Chicago through to seaboard 
points and for export by the various Central 
Traftic Association roads for the week ending 
last Thursday amounted to 76,665 tons, 
against 70.063 tons for the week previous 
and 64,765 tons for the corresponding week 
last year. Flour shipments last week were 
7,297 tons, against 19.295 tons for the cor- 
responding week last year; grain, 59,774 
tons, against 40,889 tons; provisions, 9,594 
tons. The percentages carried by the various 
roads were as foliows: 

Baltimore and Ohio, 10.2; Big Four, 2.5; Chi- 
cago and Erie, 6.2; Chicago and Grand Trunk, 
14.6; Lake Shore, 6.6; Michigan Central, 17.5;

Wayne, 10.2; and Wabash, 9.1. 

The total shipments of all kinds of freight,

The greed of 
the sugar trust continues to cause trouble.

The Louis- 
igna Senators said this afternoon that when 
the measure was reported the understanding 
was thatitsschedule should stand, the de- 
tailed consideration of the committee being 
simply out of courtesy to the Republicans. 
There was no arrangement by which the bill 
was tobe changed for the benefit of the re- 
finers. Late this afternoon Senator Catfery

TARIFF ON LIME TO BE INCREASED. 


This Is Supposed to Be the Latest Change 
in the Senate Bill. 

Wasnineton, D..C., March 19.—It is un- 
dérstood tonight that there is to be a slight 
incygase in the tariff on lime. The lead ore 
duty and whisky tax as well as the duty placed 
upon coaland iron ore will remain as placed 
in the bill by the Democratic members.

APPRUPRIATIONS OF AMPLE SIZE, 


Indications That They Will Exceed the 
Figures of the Last Congress. 
Wasuineton, D. C., March 19.—The total 
appropriations of the present Congress will 
exceed by a few millions the appropriations 
of the first session of the last Congress. A 
comparison of the bills already passed or re- 
ported with those of the first session of the 
last Congress ~ the total of the bills as 
they leave the House will be about $366,841,- 
759. The Senate usually increases the bills 
materially—last year making increases reach- 
ing a total of $5,000,000—so that the aggre- 
gate for the present session is expected to 
reach $370,000,000. ‘Eight of the great ap- 
propriation bills have already been reported 
House, and three of them have been 
passed.

MR, DOLE IS STILL PRODDING WILLIS. 


Another Letter Touching the Conspiracy 
in Favor of Ex-Queen Lil. 

Wasuinator, D. C., Merch 19.—President 
Cleveland transmitted to Congress today, the 
final correspondence arising out of the re- 
quest made by President Dole of the Hawaii- 
an provisional government upon Minister 
Willis for information as to whether or not 
the United Stated Government would use 
force to effect the Queen’s restoration. In a 
letter to President Dole, under date Feb. 14, 
Minister Willis informed Mr. Dole that the 
20th ult.he was notified.by his government 
that the Hawaiian question had been sub- 
mitted to Congress and that his special in- 
structions had been fully complied with. Of 
even date with this letter is a :communication 
from President Dole to Minister Willis as 
follows: 

Referring again to your communication of Jan. 
19 permit me to say that it gives me great pleas- 
ure to accept your explanation of the circum- 
stances referred to in my ietter of Jan. 11 ‘re- 
garding the deprivation of the liberty of the 
crews of. the American men-of-war and the wear- 
ing of uniforms ashore by the officers after the 
arrival of the Corwin. It would give me great 
satisfaction to close the correspondence at this 
point, but there are matters in your com- 
municaton which require a_ brief explana- 
tion for the sake of \a clear understanding 
of some points. It- has not been my de- 
sire in any of my letters in this correspondence to 
charge the United States with intending to use 
force against this government, but rather to 
show that the withholding by the United Stats 
of its intentions on that point, taken with other 
circumstances more or less expressive of un- 
friendiiness to this government, had produced 
the unfortunate state of affairs that was brought 
to vour attention as a reason why such informa- 
tion should no longer be withheld. 

The first part of Minister Thurston's interview 
with Secretary Gresham, quoted by you on pages 
Sand 9 of your letter, standing alone, permits 
the construction which you have given tw it; but, 
taken with the rest of the interview as report- 
ed in my letter of specifications, must, 
1 take it, be considered as having been 
rendered somewhat problematical in meaning 
by the Secretary's refusal in the latter part of 
the interview to answer Mr. Thurston's direct 
question whether or not the United States in- 
tended to use force. 

In your reference to paragraph 12 of the 
letter of specifications you say “‘you expressed 
your satisfaction and approval of what oc- 
curred.”’ Permit me to say in fuller explanation 
of the interview in question that I expressed my 
satisfaction with your assurances that you did 
not mean to give the impression that you had 
any ‘“‘intention of exercising authority incon- 
sistent with that of the Hawaiian Government.” 
This assurance referred solely to your reported 
remarks published in the Hawaiian Star Nov. 16. 

Your letter, on pages 21 and 25, implies that 
my reference to warlike preparations on the 
American ship-of-war in the harbor of Honolulu 
was lim#ted to Friday, Dec. 15. I had no inten- 
tion of limiting my statement to that or any one 
day. Asa matter cf fact, my information was 
based upon observations made upon a Tuesday, 
which I understood to have been the Tuesday fol- 
lowing the arrival of the Corwin. 

The fact as stated by you'on pages 25 and 30,of 
your letter that Mr. J. O. Carter based his state- 
ment to his nephew that “ restoration was certain ; 
that force would be used by the United States for 
that purpose,’ entirely upon Secretary Gresham's 
published letter and current newspaper com- 
ments may explain how the same sources of in- 
formation may have tended to lead the rest of the 
community to a similar conclusion, 

You stated in speaking of the general appre- 
hension of the use of force by the United States: 
‘* Furthermore, as frankly admitted by you in 
this correspondence, your government did not it- 
self entertain this apprehension.’”’ What I did 
say was this: “I am not prepared to state that 
the government entertains this opinion, although 
the want of information to the contrary has com- 
pelled us to act as if it was correct. 

I trust that these additional explanations may 
assist. in removing all misunderstanding, if any 
exists in relation to the subject of this corre- 
spondence, and may assist in convincing you of 
the good faith of this government and of an ab- 
sence of unfriendliness on its part in attributing 
the disturbed condition of, affairs here in 
December, referred to in this correspondence, to 
a fear and distrust of your government based 
upon the circumstances mentioned, a feeling 
which you have fully recognized in your letter as 
the honest belief by a large part of the communi- 
ty that such “ hostile attack by the United States 
naval forces was imminent.’ 

In closing I beg to assure you that I have never 
intended to put upon your Excellency the sole 
responsibility for the matters under discussion, 
as the correspondence will show, and to assure 
you of my sincere appreciation of the friendly 
nature of your reply to my letter of specifications, 
and to join with you in the expressed hope ™ that 
there may be a speedy, honorable, and satisfac- 
tory adjustment of all pending quéstions. With 
renewed assurances, etc., SANFORD B. DOLE

PROPOSED ANTI-OPTION TAXES ARE 
TO BE OUT DOWN. 


Reduction in the Levy Suggested by Com- 
missioner MillereFarmer Hatch Con- 
fident the Meisure Will Pass the House, 
Notwithstanding That Great Pressure 
to Defeat It In Being Exerted=New 
Amendments Offered=Postoffice for L- 
linoisanse Western State Valuations. 


Wasurneton, D. C., March 19.—[Specia!.] 
—There was a conference at the Capitol this 
morning between Commissioner Miller of the 
Internal Revenue Bureau and the members of 
Farmer Hatch’s Committee on Agriculture, 
at which the administrative features of the 
proposed anti-option measure were discussed. 
From the tenor of the remarks by the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue it was evident 
that he favors the bill, which he has been in- 
strumental in promoting as a scheme for 
raising revenue, It was suggested, however, 
that the figures proposed as taxes might ‘be 
too burdensome, and that a decided reduction 
could be made without materially affecting 
the merits of the measure. Just what that re- 
duetion shall be isan open question as yet, 
but it will be further treated upon at the next 
committee meeting, which will be held to- 
morrow morning. 

Farmer Hatch inclines to the belief that his 
bill will be presented in the House before the 
close of the present week and he still hoids 
out that he will send the measure over to the 
Senate with a rousing majority behind it. All 
the details, however, will be carefully gone 
over first before the whole committee and 
hearings and arguments. pro and con will be 
embodied in the report which will accotn- 
pany it. 

Considerable pressure is still being exerted 
to secure the defeat of the bill, but"t does not 
seem likely that such a proposition will be 
successful so far. as the House may be con- 
cerned. Written arguments against Lhe meas- 
ure are daily pouring in upon Congressinen 
and members of the Committee on Agri- 
culture, particular stress being laid by some 
correspondents upon their inability to appear 
before the committee personally and present 
their views. Inasmuch as there will be no 
further hearings by the committee such sug- 
gestions cut no figure here. 

Chairman Hatch laid before the committee 
today the draft of a new bill on the subject 
and this formed the basis ef considerable dis- 
cussion. The new bill contains a number of 


amendments that were suggested to the Chair- . 


man by boards of trade and chambers of 
commerce throughout the country. The new 
draft will be printed ‘and laid before the com- 
mittee as soon as possible. It will not suit 
the boards of trade any better than the old 
bill, because it proposes to regulate their busi- 
ness just the same.

sending forward for a special approval of each 
item, and | respectfully ask that my action in the 
premises be approved. ' 
In closing the books of Warehouse A at Jack- 
son Park there were thirteen packages missing— 
stolen during the month of February—report of 
which was made at the time, and arrests were 
made of parties supposed to be implicated, but 
no one was coaviated. I have instructed Deputy 
Collector Hall, in charge of World’s Fair ac- 
counts, to ascertain the duty due on these pack- 
ages at invoice value and to ask payment of 
same from the Exposition company. It will be 
only a smal! amount, but I see no reason why 
they should not pay it. Inasmuch as we have 
uniformly collected duty from. exhibiters on 
goods stolen from them in the exhibition build- 
ings I see no reason why we should not collect 
from the Exposition company on goods in its cus- 
tody as warehouseleepers and on which it was 
charging storage. This, believe, clears my 
desk of all unsettled matters pertaining to the 
Exposition up to the present time.

Wasuineton, D. C., March 10.—Danger of 
the Bluefields incident assuming an important 
international aspect has vanished, as the State 
Department has received satisfactory assur- 

:e3 from the Government of Great Britain 
that the landing of troops from the Cleopatra 
at Bluefields, Nicaragua, was solely for the 
protection of the interests there of British 
subjects.

EVANSTON AVENUE OWNERS OBJECT. 


They Want No Overhead Trolley and Em- 
phatically Say Sv Again. 

A large delegation of residents of Evanston 
avenue,. between North COlark street and 
Graceland avenue, appeared before the mem- 
bers of the Council Committee on Streets and 
Alleys North yesterday to protest against a 
favorable recommendation of the ordinance 
granting the North Chicago Street railroad 
company the privilege of constructing and 
maintaining an overhead electric trolley 
street railroad line on Evanston avenue, The 
ordinance was introduced a week ago by Ald. 
Finkxler and was referred to this committee. 
The route covers not only that part of Evanston 
avenue, but parts of Graceland avenue, Clark 
street, and Southport avenue as well. The 
men present yesterday were interested only 
in Evanston avenue. They said it would be 
the destruction of a fine residence street to 
have an overhead trolley system. They are 
the same men who last summer petitioned the 
Council to cause the street railroad company 
to construct an underground electric road on 
their street. The Corporation Counsel then 
decided that the city has not the right to com- 
pel the street railroad company to build an 
electric road on Evanston avenue, but he did 
prepare an ordinance compelling the com- 
pany to extend its cable system. This ordi- 
nance has never been called up. The ordi- 
nance under consideration yesterday was laid 
over for further examination.

THREE THOUSAND MEN AT WORK IN 
SOUTH OHICAGO. 


Illinois Plant in Operation After an Idle- 
ness of Many Months=Men Accept a 
Reduction in Wages of 33 Per Cent, 
and Are Told Even This Cannet Be 
Promised Regularly—Passage of Wilson 
Bill Will Necassitate a New Scale — 
Vv lows of Employers and Men. 

The Illinois steel works at South Chicago 
started up yesterday, giving employment to 
3,000 men. The works have been idle since 
last September. They pay now 33% per cent 
less wages than last September, with a pro- 
viso in the contracts that in case the Wilson 
bill reduces the duty on raw materials all con- 
tracts for wages now made with the men will 
be declared off and new schedules introduced 
which will be based on the new tariff law, 
whatever it may be. As to the duration of 
the term of employment of the 3,000 met set 
at work officials of the company say it may 
last two weeks, two months, or two yea rs, 

Everything was bustling yesterday in the 
vicinity of the mills. There have been hard 
times among the warkingmen of that indus. 
trial suburb of Chicago ever since last sum- 
mer, when work in the mills ceased. The em. 
ployés, after exhausting their eavings, pushed 
their credit with grocers, meat-dealers, and 
bakers until many of these dealers were 
pushed to the verge of bankruptcy. Some of 
the smaller firins were compelled to close and 
soup-houses were opened. When work was 
resuined yesterday there was, therefore, great 
rejoicing throughout South Chicago. Many of 
the smail market shops and groceries which had 
closed up were reopened, as were also a num- 
ber of saloons. Inquiry was made in these 
resorts as to the opening of the mills. The 
answers were: ‘* he men are glad to get to 
work. They have been idle for a half a year. 
They are deepiy in debt, and while they dis 
like to accept a reduction of one-third from 
their former wages they believe a haif-loaf is 
better than no bread. Their wives and fami- 
lies urged them to go to work at the reduced 
wages offered and they have done so.”’ 


Forced to Take Reduced Wages. 


One of the union laborers of another trade 
said: ‘* The common laborers in the mills 
are paid $1 a day. The men hesitated for 
months before accepting the wages offered by 
the company; in fact, the blast furnace men 
did not come to time until the company had 
posted u notice on the mill gates announcing 
that after a certain date they would hire men 
in the order of their application, regardless of 
the association.”’ 

One of the company officials said: ‘* We 
have put 3,000 men at work today. Their 
wages are about one-third less than they were 
last September when the works closed down. 
The reason of that is that the wages are de- 
termined, as they have been for many years, 
by what is termed the sliding scale—that is, 
they are regulated by the price of steel rails. 
Last September rails in the open market were 
$30; now they are $20. The wages of the 
men were dropped accordingly on an aver- 
age 333¢ per cent. Nor is this all. 
The Wilson bill proposes a 25 per cent ad 
valorem duty. We could not compete with 
that. It would mean the annihilation of 
American mills, and we would dismiss our 
men and close our doors at once. While the 
Illinois Steel company has a larger output 
than any one of the European works in pro- 
ducing rails, still there are many small mills 
which can be quickly put into great activity 
on short notice in the European manufactur- 
ing cities, especially in Belgium. 

‘We have completed the billet mill at our 
works. At tunis we will employ more men— 
several hundred more. Our new plate mill, 
not armor plate as some careless papers 
printed it, will be finished in July. That will 
make room for more men to be employed. 
As tothe opening of the other mills of the 
company we know nothing. Three of the 
five works are open. Unless driven out of the 
market by the Wilson bill work may continue 
here for several weeks, but the men have been 
given no assurance that it will last any 
specified time.”’

The bill as it came from the House exempted 
froin taxation the interest on savings bank 
deposits. That was correct, because the $4.,- 
000 exemption should cover all the depositors. 
But while the Senate committee is calling on 
shareholders in building associations to pay 
an income tax it ought, to be consistent, to 
insist that the depositors in savings banks do

So if the Wilson bill is passed, especially 
with this Senate ‘amendment, it will hit right 
and left and reach an infinite number of peo- 
ple who are indifferent now, for they thin k 
they are safe under the cover of the $4,000 
exemption. It will hit all the ho'ders of stocks 
and bonds no matter if their incomes are be- 
low the exemption, and it will hit the toiling 
thousands of the big cities who are striving 
laboriously to make homes for themselves. 
Nor is there any escape for them. ‘The ‘cor. 
porations, whose books must be open at all 
times to the inspection of government ofifi- 
cers, will make correct returns and pay over 
all that is due. 

It may interest the wageworkers of this 
city to know that, while the Finance commit- 
tee proposes that their building associations 
shall be taxed, it has prepared an amendment 
to exempt from taxation the salaries of county 
and municipal officers, The Mayor is to es- 
cape. So are his best-paid subordinates. So 
too are the highly paid county officers. But 
the profits of the building association and 
the smail incomes of orphans derived from in- 
vestments in shares and bonds are to be taxed. 
When the wageworkers come to understand 
this will they insist that the Democratic party 
is the friend of the poor man? 

ABOUT WEATHER PROPHECIES. 

There was a big storm Saturday night in 
the southern portion of the United States. A 
telegram from Longview, in northeustern 
Texas, givesa long list of casualties, and 
states that hailstones fell there weighing from 
fourteen to eighteen ounces. Several persons 
were killed and many animals, while a _ rail- 
road train narrowly escaped, being just out- 
side the sweep of the tornado. Rains County, 
a little tothe northwest of Longview, was 
similarly visited, the track of the storm being 
about 100 yards wide and ieaving behind it a 
large number of killed and wounded, ‘That 
storm, or another, struck Lawrenceville, Ga., 
and Memphis was visited by a deluge of rain 
with a most intease electrical display. 

Those who are curious in such mattera may 
compare the reports°of these disasters with 
the prediction made March 10 by W. T. Fos- 
ter of St. Joseph, Mo., in the following lan- 
guage as printed in the Los Angeles 7imes: 
‘The next |storm]| will reach the Pacific 
coast about the 17th, cross the Western mount- 
ains by the close of the 18th, the great cen- 
tral valleys from 19th to 2lst,and the East- 
ern States about the 2°24. This storm will be 
of wide extent, a dangerous storni, especially 
in and east of the Mississippi Valley.”’ He 
added that a warm wave would cross the 
Western mountains about the 20th and the 
great central valleys about the 22d. * The 
cool wave will be most severe in the great 
central valleys about the 2lst or 22d and will 
cause blizzards in some places.”’ 

The latter part of the vaticination has yet to 
be tested by the facts, but the former part 
would seem to have been as nearly right asa 
believer in the theory would expect, and 
sufficiently so to have Mr. Foster claim it as 
a fulfillment of the prediction. There was 
the storm, wide enough ‘in all conscience,’’ 
and for the warm wave it can be testified to 
by. many thousands who fairly sweltered 
under the heat so unusual for this time of the 
year. The rationale of the process by which 
these results may becluimed to have been 
foreseen is another matter. It is. not thor- 
oughly explained by the prophet» but he 
speaks of three classes of high and iow barom- 
eters (barometrie areas), through which 
he says ** the earth receives the magnetic in- 
fluences of the sun, noon,and planets, and 
these influences cause all our weather 
changes.’’ He claims the rest of the informa- 
tion along this line is a secret with himself, 
not yet thoroughly worked out but being de- 
veloped as rapidly as time and his energies 
with the aid of a paid assistant will permit. 
According to the theory there are four per- 
manent areas of high barometer covefing the 
North and South Pacific and Atlantic Oceans. 
Between these and the magnetic poles “ the 
earth inhales the ether of space, and through 
them principally ccme the influences from 
the sun, moon, and planets, which cause the 
changes in our weather.’’ Permanent lows 
hang over the poles of the earth’s rotation, 
over the two big oceans at the earth’s equator, 
over the Bering Sea, and over Iceland and a 
large space surrounding it. ‘‘ Through these 
the ether escapes from the earth and goes into 
space. This movement of the ether is called 
electricity, and it keeps our atmosphere con- 
stantly.in motion.’ A third class of transient 
high and low barometric areas moves around 
the earth just outside the circles of 20 degrees 
of latitude in each hemisphere, and ‘these 
lows with their accompanying highs are the 
immediate causes of rain and snow.”’ In the 
summer months the transient high barometer 
is the rainmaker and the transient low is the 
directing force of the storms. During the 
winter months the transient lows cause the 
precipitation and the highs direct the move- 
ments of the storms. 

Mr. Foster is full of confidefice. He says: 
‘“*T know that I have discovered the long hid- 
den secrets of natureas to the cause of weather 
changes, and if the public will bear with an 
occasional error till I have had time to work 
out the results of the complicated causes, I 
will give them such wonderfully correct fore- 
casts of coming weather events as the wisest 
weather heads have never dreamed of.’ That 
is fairenough; only the public will grow tired 
of waiting if the gentleman delays as long as 
the alleged discoverer of the Keely mator 
force has done in making public the results 
of his researches... The talk about the earth 
inhaling the ether of space through the high 
barometric areas and exhaling it at those of 
opposite character is not in accord with 
meteorological science as generally under- 
stood by those who have made it a study. But 
if Mr. Foster can do what he claims the world 
will not stick at a trifle like that. It will ac. 
cept his work and his forecasts as heartily as 
St. Clair did the dinners cooked by Ant 
Dinah, though he could not watch the process 
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THE FARMERS AND’ THE WILSON BILL. 
The framers of the Wilson bill put agri- 
cultural implements on the free list. The 
Americapv manufacturers called the attention 
of the Senate committee to the fact that the 
only real competitor of the United States in 
the manufacture of those articles was Canada. 
and that whileit was proposed to admit Ca- 
nadian implements duty free the Dominion 
imposed on such articles made in this coun. 
try aduty which was so high as to be pro. 
hibitory. They asked therefore that the pres- 
ent duties on imported ‘agricultural imple- 
ments should be retained against Canada. 
The justice of this is apparent, ‘and for 
some reason the Finance committee yielded 
to the demand and prepared the proper 
amendment. But it refused to go farther in 
this direcffon by applying the same principle 
to other articles. The Wilson bill places 
eggs, cabbages, and some vther products of 
the farm on the free list. Canada imposes a 
duty on such .articles. Therefore, the Ca- 
nadian farmer under the Wilson bill can send 
his products free across the boundary line. 
The Vermont or New York farmer cannot 
send hisinto Canada without paying a duty 
on therr he Senate committee refuses so 
to ame: “ihe bill as to retain the old duties 
where the Canadians collect duties.

duty on horses, of which a large number used 
to be imported from Canada, is $30 per head. 
The pending tariff bill changes the duty to 
20 per cent ad valorem. Ifa horse is worth 
$60 it has to pay now $30 duty. Under the 
Wilson bill it would have to pay $12, or 60 
per cent less, This is the way in which duties 
*hich protect the farmer are to be reduced 
by Populists and Democrats, who claim that 
they are the special friends of the farmer. 

The duty on hay is to be cut down one-half 
and that on potatoes three-fifths. The duty 
on flour is to be reduced, though the present 
Canadian duty is so high that there is no mar- 
ket for any American flour in the Dominion. 
Ina few instances the Senate amendments 
are better than the original bill. One of them 
imposes a slightly heavier duty on barley 
than it did and another takes apples off the 
free list, but iunposes a smaller duty than the 
McKinley law. Yet even if the bill were to 
pass with those amendments the Canadian 
duties would be higher than the American 
ones. 

The entire agricultural schedule of the Wil- 
son bill shows how little its framers care for 
the interests of the farmer on this side of the 
St. Lawrence, while they are willing to do all 
in their power for the farmer on the other 
side. In 1888 the farmers repudiated the 
Mills bill. They will be even more emphatic 
this fall in their condemnation of the Wilson 
bill, which will do them far more harm than 
that other Democratic measure could. 


ARCHBISHOP IRELAND’S GOOD ADVICE. 

Durmg the last few years there has been a 
remarkable revival of the anti-Catholic agita- 
tion of “half a century. ago. Organizations 
whose object is the proscription of Catholic 
citizens have become so numerous in States 
like Ohio and Wisconsin that they are taking 
an open and prominent partin politics, That 
these organizations should grow in numbers 
as they have is not an evidence of the com- 
mon sense or intelligence of the people. 
The leaders have resorted to the most amaz- 
ing falsehoods to make converts. They have 
forged p apal encyclicals directing the Cath- 
olics of the United States to rise upona 
given day and siaughter the Protestants. 


They have forged pastoral letters from 
Bishops. They have asserted that Congress 


and the President are under papal control, 
and that all legislation is submitted to 
Cardiaal Gibbons for his approval. Such are 
the stories that have been told to members 
of the American Protective Association and 
which many of them actually believe. 

This madness will run its course as did the 
anti-Masonic craze. It will die out all the 
sooner if Catholics refrain from doing any- 
thing which can be quoted by these secret or- 
ganizations as evidence of the truth of their 
assertions. It would be better to quit talking 
about the division of the school fund, It 
would be better not to repeat the mistake 
made when Mr. Hopkins ran and votes were 
asked for him because he was a member of a 
Catholic organizatidhn. Mistakes like these 
which Catholics have made: tend to feed the 
flarifes of religious discord. 

Seme exceedingly sensible advice was given 
last Sunday by Archbishop Ireland in a ser- 
mon preached by him at St. Paul. He wants 
the Catholic Church to be American, and he 
wants the foreigners who come here to be 
Americans. He said: 

The Catholic Church, so far as she wears a 
national aspect, must be American in America. 
To make. her Irish is to make her unfit for the 
country. 

In Catholic works, in the direction of the gov- 
ernment of the church, Catholics as such are to 
be considered and not otherwise. Catholics of 
Irish descent must be on their guard not to harm 
religion by linking with the church Irish national 
ideas or customs, or seeking to give a supremacy 
to Irish control, or so acting in any manner as to 
induce the belief among Americans that, the 
Catholic Charch is not thoroughly American. 
The church has suffered from lack of American- 
ism. One nationalism is and must be supreme in 
our civil and social matters, and that is Ameri- 
can nationalism. On.this condition has America 
admitted foreigners tocitizenship. 

No political segregation of citizens on foreign 
lines can be allowed. It is wrong to have a so- 
called Irish-American vote. No one should vote 
as an Irishman and seek an office as an Irisimman, 
There have been instances of foreign Know- 
Nothingism. There have been cases where 
members of the Catholic Church have tried to 
intermeddie with the American public school 
system. These acts, it is to be hoped, do not 
meet with the approval of the mass of \the 
foreign-born population or of the mass of the 
members of the Catholic Church. They have 
been used, however, as a pretext for the or- 
ganization of American Know-Nothing anti- 
Catholic organizations. If there are no evi- 
dences of a lack of Americanism the present 
agitation necessarily must die out. .The truth 
is that the Catholic Church in this country is 
more American today than it has been at any 
time in the last forty years and is becoming: 
more American every day. That process will 
be accelerated if other church dignitaries 
speak and act as Archbishop Ireland speaks 
and acts. These American Protective Asso- 
ciations pain him as they do every intelligent 
man, but instead of urging the members of 
his church to get up counter-organizations 
and fight fire with fire he calls on them to ab- 
stain from doing anything which may have an 
un-American appearance. If they will do 
this, if the offensive Irish-American is taken 
out of politics, if no further demands are 
made to float green flags on public buildings 
where only the American flag should float, 
and if no further attempt is made to meddle 
with public schools—if, in a word, they are 
Americans as other nationalities are—we shall 
soon hear the last of the A. P. A. 


_SUT DOWN THE SALARIES, 
Controller Ackerman writes to the heads of 
departments to -notify contractors for sup- 
plies furnished this,year that they cannot be 
paid till next year: 

We have reached a point in our finances when 
itissimply impossible to pay in cash, and we 
have a very large amount of bills remaining un- 
paid from last year. I think, therefore, that it 
is better we should not attempt to carry out 
any contract under the old system of paying 
cash. It will be with the greatest difficulty that 
I shall be able to raise money through collec- 
tions of taxes and borrowing to pay the most 
pressing claims remaining over from last year. 
He says in an interview: 
The pay-rolls amount to about $900,000 a 
month. Thatis at the rate of $10,800,000 a 
year. These must be paid. When you add to 
that the amount of outstanding bills. brought 
over from last year the prospect of paying any- 
thing else appears very remote. I simply wish 
to. throw out a life-line in time. 
There would have been no need of throwing 
out a life-line had the Mayor and the Council 
cut dow salaries as they have been cut down 
elsewhere. About five thousand men have 
Just gone to work at the Illinois steel works 
with wages cut down from 10 to 20 per cent. 
There has been a general shrinkage of wages 
in Chicago and Aisewhere, but the city author- 
ities said the highly paid employés must not 
be reduced, no matter what happened. Asa 
consequence the-Controller now finds it neces- 
sary to notify contractors for supplies, etc., 
that they cannot be paid until next year. 
Consequently they will charge more than if 
paid cash. He admits that. The difference 
in price will have to be footed by the taxpay- 
They must pay more for city supplies 
in order that“city employés may receive

even if wages, prices, and profits have fullen.

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A writer in the Christian Register says 
that the great Witwatersrand reef in Africa, 
from which the bulk of the gold is extracted, 
is 117 miles long, and that the ore is richer at 
adepth of 1,200 feet than at the surface. 
The expectation is that when a depth of 1,500 
to 1,700 feet is reached the deposits of the 
precious metal will be found to be on a nearly 
level plane. ‘The gold claims are grouped to- 
gether in lots of twenty or more and worked by 
companies. Johannesburg, a city of 40,000 
European inhabitants, has sprung up there as 
if by magic. It has its churches, theaters, 
,club-liouses, schools, libraries, and a stock ex- 
change which, in architectural beauty, will 
| compare favorably with anything in New 
York City. This would seem to be only a be- 
ginning. Gold mining in that region is in its 
infancy, and undoubtedly the operations now 
being extended will ere long aid enormously 
to the present annual production of gold, 
that for the whole world being estimated for 
last. year at not less than 150 millions. It 
begins to look as if the longer the silver men 
stand in their own light by insisting on their 
product being rated at more than double its 
actual value the more will they reduce their 
chances of obtaining the desired recognition 
forthe white metal on any terms. It will 
take but a few years more at the present rate 
of increase in the production to give the world 
all the goid that profitably ean be used for 
money, except for subsidiary purposes. 


Canadian Government “has been enabled 
to”’ sign a contract for a fast steamship 
service across the Atlantic. The new vessels 
will steam twenty knots an hour and will 
carry the imperial mails from Great Britain 
for Australia, the mail being taken over Brit- 
ish territory by the Canadian Pacific railroad, 
thus establishing the all-British route for 
which the Dominion has been working for 
several years past. The Empire says this will 
‘*insure a summer and winter direct service to 
a Canadian port, and will at last take advan- 
tage of the gain in distance which nature has 
provided us over the route to New York.” It 
expects the line will get the cream of the pas- 
senger traffic, and also have a good business 
in the transportation of produce and other 
merchandise, The new steamers are to be 
specially fitted up for the carrying of finished 
natura! products which require careful han- 
dling and refrigerator compartments. By 
this arrangement the cheese, butter, fruits, 
and other produce of Canada are expected to 
find their way in increasing quantities to the 
British Isles, to the great profit of the growers 
and shippers in Ontario and other provinces, 
The scheme includes a subsidy of $750,000, 
which it is expected will be voted by Parlia- 
ment, 


Tae production of wheat in Argentina is 
increasing at a rate that astonishes the.statis- 
ticians. The area seeded’ to the grain has 
more than doubled in the last three years, the 
collapse of the speculative boom having won- 
derfully stimulated agriculture. The area 
sown to wheat last year was 6,100,000 acres 

against 2,800,000 in 1890 and only 496,000 
in 1880. An exchange tells of one farm in 
the Province of Buenos Ayres on which 66,- 
000 acres of wheat were grown last year, 
This is more than double the area of the cele- 
brated Dalrymple farm in North Dakota, and 
it is being cultivated by an Italian who went 
there as an assisted emigrant but a few years 
ago. Some of the English trade papers have 
referred to the increasing competition of Ar- 

gentine wheat as one of the causes of the 
very low prices now being paid for our grain 
on the eastern side of the Atlantic, and antici- 
pate a much bigger competition in the near 
future. They seem to think that this and

New York, March 19.—The following let- 
ter has been received from the Associated 
Press correspondent at Rio de J aneiro: 

Rio pE JAnerro, Feb. 14.—An instance of the 
opera bouffe character of the revolution has re- 
cently occurred here, It was in connection with 
a proposed uprising in the city, in tavor of the 
rebels, in which’ a number of citizens 
and a few officers of the National 
Guard were involved. There © was no 
reason = why it should not have suc- 
ceeded if the conspirators had used ordinary com- 
mon sense. The details of the plot were worked 
out a Friday night. The citizens, with arms 
under their coats, were to go Monday morning to 
the San Sento, Conceicao, and Sande Hills, gar- 
risoned by the government. The officers there in 
the plot were to admit them and then join them 
with as many of their soldiers as they could per- 
suade to dq so. The other soldiers were to be 
overpowered or killed. The rebel fleet, 
at the first shot or at a. given 
Signal, was to hurry.in and land its men to help 
the plotters. Their total force would be per- 
haps not over 1,000 men, but it would occupy a 
strong position and would probably _ be rapidly 
increased by volunteers from the city. Nearly 
every conspirator went about town telling all his 
friends that the next day Peixoto was to be 
humbled and the revolution was to be. success- 
ful. The British, who are intimate with the 
rebels, were of course notified, and the two prin- 
cipal banks went so far as to post notices in- 
forming their clerks that they need not come-to 
business Monda@ifthere was heavy firing. Of 
course in less than an hour every one in the com- 
mercial quarter know that something was going 
to happen Sunday and Monday. And, of 
course, the government knew it, too. Even then 
the plot came near succeeding through the in- 
fluence of another opera bouffe idea. The gov- 
ernment did nothing until Sunday evening, when 
the rebel fleet anchored close tothe city. The 
suspected regiments were then moved and a num- 
ber of arrests of officers and citizens were made. 
It is said fifteen officers were shot.

An Anarchist Distarbs a Palm Sunday

POOR PROSPECT FOR COLONISTS. 


Lieut. Hohenl Says the Freeland Scheme 
Is Sure to Fail. 

Vrenna, March 19.—Referriug tothe Free- 
land colonization scheme of Prof, Theodore 
Hertzka, who still persists in his endeavor to 
found an ideal colony on the northeast coast 
of Africa, Lieut. von Hohenl, the explorer, 
being questioned concerning the unpopulated 
plateau of Mount Kenia, upon which it is 
proposed the Freeland colony sha!! settle, 
said: “There exists no such plateau and I 
have already told Dr. Hertzka so. i will tell 
all I know of the Kenia country willingly as 
a warning to the young men going out as 
‘Freeland’ colonists. I should consider it 
criminal on my part to keep from them the in- 
formation, They intend settling at 
first at a place on the Tana _ River 
Dr. Hertzka called Hargaze. The correct 
name is Borati and it is aj(deserted spot. 
Chanler and myself had a hard struggle to 
cut a pathway for our caravan through the 
jungle on the Tana banks from Lamu, on the 
coast, to Borati. I doubt if the Freelanders 
will be able to cover the distance between 
Lamu and Borati in a screw steamer drawing 
21¢ feet. Thatistoodeep a draught. The 
land to the northward outside the pallisade is 
useless for cultivation. It is sandy, undulat- 
ing, stony, covered with acacias, waterless, 
and uninhabited. The climate at Borati is 
good. Wur expedition arrived there in Nov- 
ember, 1892, 185 men alltold. The beasts 
of burden began to die like flies after our ar- 
rival. We had therefore to stay there in 
laager and we subsisted chiefly as vegetarians. 
Again Borati is no base of operations for 
Mount Kenia. The Tana River is no longer 
navigable, and its banks are densely wooded 
along the entire course. Then comes the 
waterless urfinhabited plain—a one day’s 
march across—lying between the Tana and 
the slopes of Kenia. Even if the imaginary 
plateau of Kenia did exist, the route is a bad 
one for commerce. Then again every square 
yard of this part of Northeast Africa is 
densely populated wherever the land is pro- 
ductive and watered. The Djambeni range is 
thirty miles long and possesses 20,000 in- 
habitants. The slopes of Mount Kenia have 
a large population, including the warlike 
tribes of Katzeri and Kikuyu. If the Free- 
land colonists wish to settle on the base of 
Mount Kenia they must fight for the district 
they seize and live afterwards under stockades 


and on the lookout.”’ 
FRENCH ARTISTS MAKE COMPLAINTS. 


Pictures Shown at the Fair Not Returned= 
All Have Left Chicago. 

Pants, March 19.—The Figaro prints a let- 
ter signed by many artists who exhibited 
pictures at the World’s Fair at Chicago. They 
complain that their pictures have not been 
returned, and express keen anxiety as to their 
enfety, as in the event of fire no indemnity 
could be obtained. They hint that certain 
French officials whose expenses are paid 
throughout their sojourn in the United States 
are prolonging their stay for the sake of the 
profits. The artists say some of these of- 
ficials are traveling the whole length and 
breadth of America.

The convention was one of the most har- 
monious assemblages which the party has had 
in this city for years. The threatened split 
on the question of the A. P. A. did not occur, 
and in the platform was placed a resolution 
which emphasizes the position of the Repub- 
lican party as opposed to any union of Church 
and State, asserts the right of every one to 
freedom of conscience, and denounces the 
Democratic party for attempting to divide the 
people on a religious issue. 

William J. Fiebrantz called the convention 
to order.

Chairman 
Fink announced the following committee: 
Paul Brechtner, J, W. Bars, Henry P. Fisher, 
C. H. Anson, and Edward Loew. 

W, W. Wright read a communication from 
the Municipal League asking that the conven- 
tion pass a resolution favoring the adoption of 
the civil service principle in relation to mu- 
nicipal offices. The communication was 
signed by F. W. Voncotzhausen, J. W. Butler, 
E. J. Lindsay, and Edward West. Several! 
delegates arose at once to oppose the intro- 
duction of the resolution, as they did not 
want the Repuplican convention to be dictated 
to by the Municipal League, especially when 
such dictation came in a communication from 
Fk. W. Voncotzhausen, a Democrat who was a 
member of the city government when the Re- 
publicans adopted their civil service rules for 
the police and fire departments in the face of 
a united Democratic opposition.

Des Mores, Ia., March 19.—[Special.]—

man to reconsider the vote by which the Car. 
penter bill failed of passage. Senator Finn 
allowed a similar motion toremain on file un- 
til this afternoon, when he withdrew it. It is 
claimed he has been at work quietly against 
reconsideration, and the reason he withdrew 
his motion today is that he has succeeded in 
aecuring enough votes from the Prohibition- 
ists together with the Democrats to defeat the 
reconsideration. If that is true the leader of 
the buttermilk forces will have put an end to 
any further attempts on the part of the Re- 
publicans to pass a bill for the modification 
of the law without the aid of the Democrats. 

Senator Carpenter said today if they failed 
to do anything tomorrow he was in favor of 
allowing the bill to go without reconsidera- 
tion and then take the original bill as it was 
first drawn, which included a provision for 
the manufacture of liquors, and attempt to 
pass it. He said that he realized it could not 


be paseed in that shape without the help of. 


Democrats, and it was distasteful to the Sena- 
tors who favor modification to be compelled 
to call on the Democrats for help in order to 
make good the promises of the Republican 
platform, but it might be that such action 
would finally be necessary. Several of the 
supporters of the Carpenter bill are anxious 
to recall the consent they gave that the clause 
in regard to spirituous liquors be stricken 
out, and Senator Waterman stated this after. 
noon that he for one should object to a com- 
promise if the agreement of the last.caucus 
failed to secure enough votes to pass the bill.

A bill by Robinson was passed 
providing that .a certificate of taxes due shall 
be a sufficient warrant for a sale for taxes. 
The bill by Diederich to raise the salary of 
the deputy clerks of the courts where court is 
held intwo different places was passed; it 
only affects the Counties of Lee and Potta- 
wattamie., The bill by Davidson panne 
that ‘Boards of Supervisors shall employ 
county physicians for the poor was order 
engrossed. he bill prohibiting habitwal 
drunkards from practicing medicine failed to 
receive a. constitutional majority, but a 
motion to reconsider was filed. A bill was 
passed creating Boards of Library Trustees 
in cities of the first class, and also a bill by 
Young of Delaware providing for the better 
education of dentists. 

Bills Passed in the Senate. 

The Senate passed the following bills: Pro- 
viding that in schdol districts containing 500 
population or over the President of the board 
need not be a member: authorizing selection 
of persons to handle school books where the 
provisions for uniformity of text beoks are 
adopted; allowing cities and towns to levy a 
one mill tax for library purposes; making 
the driver as well as the owner of traction en- 
gines liable in case bridges are broken down 
by such engines; requiring county auditors 
to release school fund mortgages when paid ; 
authorizing the investment of the agricultural 
college fund in real estate securities to the 
amount of 50 per cent of the value of such 
real estate; permitting boards of supervisors 
in counties where agricultural societies own 
fair grounds of at least ten acres in extent to 
appropriate $100 for each 1,000 inhabitants 
of such county on petition of a majority of 
the mem bers of the society for the purpose of 
assisting in paying the debts of the society, 
such appropriation to be a lien upon the 
grounds and to revert to the county without 
interest if the society disbauds. The bill to 
allow graders a lien upon the grounds graded 
was ordered to a third reading tomorrow, 

The Senate Committee on Banks and Bank. 
ing has decided to recommend the passage of 
Senator €onaway’s bill for the establishment 
and government of mutual building and loan 
associations. It requires that all such asso- 
ciations loaning money outside the county in 
which they are located must be inspected by 
the State Auditor at least once a year, and 
they must file a report of their transactions 
on or before the first day of March of each 
year. Companies organized under the laws 
of other States are required to deposit securi- 
ties to the amount of $100,000 before com- 
mencing business in lowa, and all home ¢om- 
panies loaning* money outside the county jn 
which they are located are required to deposit 
with the Auditor or approved depositories all 
the securities for such loan, which securities 
may not be removed until the loans mature, 


DELEGATES FAVOR “BILLY” MASON, 


Clark County Republicans Hold an En- 
thusiastic Convention in Marshall. 


Ill., March 19.-—(Spegial.}—If 
any evidence was necessary to show that Clark 
County Republicans are wide awake and en- 
thusiastic this year the splendid attendance at 
every township convention would furnish it, 
and the verdict would certainly be clinched 
by the magnificent outpouring of Republicans 
to attend the county delegate convention here 
today. The large court room wa¢ overflowing. 
Every township was fully represented. While

He Is Emphatic in His Language Regard- 
ing Maryland Legislators.

Senator Gorman came to Baltimore toda 

and plainly told some of the Democratic 
leaders that the killing of the reassessment 
bili in the Legislature last week by the Dem- 
ocratic members under the leadership of 
Freeman Rasin, the Baltimore City boss, 
would prove a serious blow to the party in 
Maryland and jeopardize its chances of suc- 
cess at the next election.

NEW EVIDENCE HURTS MAGEE’S CASE. 


Theory Strengthened That He Shet Miss 
Fuller in New York. * 
New Yorx, March 19.—[Special.]—The 

most important developments of today’s in- 

vestigation of the Magee-Fuller tragedy were 

the statements made by J. Frank Kiernan, ed- 

itor of a liquor journal, and John F. Riley, a 

lawyer, who occupies an office directly over 
the Mullen suite. They were the first persons 
to see Miss Fuller after the shooting. ww. 

Kiernan declares positively that when he went 
into the office where Miss Fuller lay there was 
no revolver to be seen anywhere, either on 
the floor or upon any of the articles of 
furniture. Upon his return after a short ab- 
sence he noticed the revolver lying upon 
Magee's roll-top desk, Another and still more 
singular circumstance, in regard. to which 
both Messrs, Kiernan and Riley agree, is that 
close to the steam pipes. whicn run from floor 
to ceiling, and at the side of Magee’s desk was 
standing a caneseated chair. This chair has 
not appeared in the case before, it having 
been claimed hitherto that that corner of the 
room was occupied by a revolving bookcase. 
Riley and Kiernan are sure the chair was in 
the position described when they appeared on 
the scene. The existence of this chair in the 
position in which it was seen by Messrs. Riley 
and Kiernan is deemed by the police to change 
the entire theory of the shooting. Still aa- 
other development was the statement of 
Richard Burton, Mullen’s office boy. 
He had seen the revolver many times 
in Magee’s desk and on the morning 
before the tragedy a a of curiosity 
induced him to examine it. He found the 
cartridge chambers empty. The revolver, 
therefore, was loaded some time during the 
day. It was further shown that instead of 
having , remained in the o all Saturday 
afternoon, as Magee stateg Miss Fuller went 
out at about 2 o’ciock and did not return for 
two hours or more. Supt, Byrnes visited the 
office of Lawyer Mullen today and looked 
over the ground cayetully, He refused to 
talk about the case.@ ‘

UNKNOWN CORRESPONDENT TELLS OF 
"TREATMENT OF THE INSANE. 


Chairman Allen of the Detention Hospital 
Committee Receives a Letter Giving the 
Name of an Employe Who Can Make.a 
Revelation=Josie Gubbins, This Em- 
ploye, Says She Will Talk if the Com- 
missioners Insiste-Boy Robbers’ Steal 
for Their Pirates’ Den. 

An anonymous letter received by Chairman 
O. D. Allen of the Hospital committee of the 
County Board promises to play an important 
part in the second investigation of charges 
against attendants at the Detention Hospital 
to be begun at the County Hospital by a spe- 
cial committee from the County Board at 10 
o’clock this morning. The letter received by 

'; Commissioner Allen is from a wornan un- 
known to him, who purports to be an inti 
mate friend of one of the employés of the 
hospital. Theciaim is made that the em- 
ployé, who she states was chambermaid in 
the doctors’ quarters during last year, 
has told a story to the ef- 
fect . that she overheard = several of 
the physicians joking and laughing 
about having rembved the eye of Vina Solo- 
mon, the female patient who died shortly 
after being sent from the Detention Hospital. 

The letter also.states that the chambermaid 

- told other stories in regard to the treatment 
of patients, and that if pressed the chamber. 
maid would tell an interesting story. The 
writer gives as her reason for not signing her 
name the fact that her husband has forced her 
to keep silent. 

The chambetmaid in the doctors’ quarters 
dt the hospital last year was Josie Gubbins, 
who is still at the institution holding the posi- 
tion of assistant cook. She was seen at the 
hospital yesterday afternoon, and when given 
the facts in regard to the anonymous letter 


said : 

** Yes, I was chambermaid in the doctors’ 
quarters last year, and I may have told stories 
regarding the case of Vina Solomon, but | 
cannot recall any names of persons now to 
whom I might have talked. If 1 did tell any 
one anything at all it was only what I heard, 
as Ihave no direct knowledge of the affairs 
of the institution. However, | have never 
told such a story as the writer mentions, for 
the reason that such athing never occurred 
l remember the Solomon woman’s case, and 
I know that her eye was out when she left 
here. In what manner it was removed I do 
not know. I was simply a chambermaid and 
was never: in the wards, and therefore have 
never seen anything of a naturethat would re- 
flect discredit on any one, I have heard vari- 
ous things from others in the institution, but 
I will not tell what I have heard.” 

Miss Gubbins refused to say whether she 
had heard of the manner in which Vina Solo- 
mon lost her eye. When asked if she had 
ever seen or heard of female attendants call- 
ing in male help to disrobe female patients 
she replied: ** [ have never seen it and I re- 
fuse to say whether I have heard it or not. If 
the Couaty Commissioners insist on my tell- 
ing what I know from hearsay I suppose I 
will have to tell it.”’ . 

Speaking of tne probable result of the in- 
vestigation Chairman Edmanson of the in- 
vestigating committee said yesterday : 

- committee will no doubt find that the 
foriner committee’s work was unfair and one- 
sided, and that a great injustice has been 
done Misses Shine and Scott.” The fact 
that Miss Katy Kortner, the strongest witness 
against them. has been recommitted to the 
Higin Asylum a raving maniac since the first 
alieged investigation is greatly in their favor, 
and I believe they wili be completely exoner- 
ated. They are first-class attendants and I 
believe should be reinstated in the institu- 
tion. The Hospital committee should never 
have considered the testimony of insane or 
former insane persons.”

railway company shall construct subways pass- 
beneath its said tracks so to be elevated at 
the points where said tracks .are intersected and 
crossed by Sixty-third street, and also Sixty-fifth 
street and Wentworth avenue, and at ce fn 
street and Sixty-seventh street, at Normal park- 
way, and at Sixtv-ninth street.

The Standard, White, Domestic, and Davis 
Companies Have Almost Completed 
Plans, the Only Obstacle Being the 
Financial Difficulties of the Domestic, 
Which Is in the Hands of a Receiver= 
Headquarters Will Be in This City= 
Negotiations for a Site Near Here. 


Plans for the foundation of a combination 
of sewing machine manufacturers which will 
have many of the characteristics of a trust 
are being quietly matured. It will have cor- 
porate assets of over $5,000 000 and will ab- 
sorb the business of four companies promi- 
nent in the sewing machine trade. The four 
companies to be merged into this trust, or 
manufacturers’ association as it is termed, 
are the White Sewing Machine company of 
Cleveland, the Standard Sewing Machine 
company of Cleveland, the Davis Sewing Ma- 
chine company of Dayton, O., and the Do- 
mestic Sewing Machine company’of Newark, 
N.J. The last-named company is now in the 
hands of a receiver and this fact has delayed 
matters materially. 

The plan for a combination on practically 
the same lines as now contemplated was first 
broached over a yearago. Another company 
was then interested with the four named, but 
is not now acting with them. The promoters 
of the combination have been quietly working 


.on plans for some months, and the news of 


the proposed move finally came through the 
medium of a real estate agent who was com- 
inissioned to secure a location for a manu- 
facturing plant in Chicago. 

The most important ‘feature of the new 
conrbination is the proposed change in base 
of operations. The bulk of the trade is in 
the Western and Central States, and Newark, 
N.J.. has not proved a ‘satisfactory distrib- 
uting point. The Domestic manufacturing 
plant, it is said, will be removedgfrom New- 
ark and combined with the Davis plant at 
Dayton, O. The two Cieveland, plants of the 
White and Standard companies will be re- 
moved to Chicago. The promoters of the 
trust propuse to have a_ well-developed Chi- 
cago end and will have the main factory here. 
Negotiations have been under way witha 
number of representatives of manufacturing 
towns on the belt lines around che city. and it 
is said the representatives of the proposed 
trust and the Chicago Heights Land Associa- 
tion huve reached a trading basis. 

Plans for Buildings Adopted, 


The Chicago Heights people refuse to give 
any information whatever regarding the mat- 
ter and even scouted the idea of a trust. H 
is known, however, that they have been nego- 
tiating for three months with a company 
which required a large amount of trackage 
on the Elgin, Joliet and Eastern belt line. 
Plans for factory buildings have been made 
and adopted. The land association has at any 
rate been working With a company to which 
it was willing to donate the necessary land, a 
large proportion of the cost of buildings, and 
if necessary move away a large pliant now on 
the ground. Itis said that the company in 
question is nothing else than the proposed 
sewing machine trust and that its identity has 
been kept secret simply to allow the plans for 
combining the different plants to be success- 
fully’ carried out. 

An offer was made to the sewing machine 
people on behalf of Waukegan. A meeting of 
the promoters of the combination was held in 
the East last week, but no final decision was 
reached, as the position of the Domestic Sew- 
ing Machine company was not fully -under- 
stood, A letter ~as received yesterday by a 
Chicago man which stated that no plan 
would be fully decided on before the last of 
the month. 

As contemplated now George P. Hoffman 
of Dayton, U., will be President, and a Cleve- 
land man, Thomas H. White, will probably be 
selected as Vice-President. In the directory 
will be J. E. French and A. L. Moore of 
Cleveland, L. A. Johnson and E. J. Barney 
of Dayton, and the Vice-President of the 
New York Guaranty and Indemnity com- 
pany. 

‘* It is a well-known fact in sewing machine 
circles that such a combination was talked 
of a year ago, the only difference being that 
the New Home Sewing Machine company was 
also included,”’ said a local sewing machine 
man. ‘** The deal fell through for various 
reasons, among them being that the Domestic 
company was in financial difficulties and that 
the industrial situation was not considered 
propitious. ‘The proposed capital of the com- 
bination at that time was $12,000,000.”’ 

Reasons for Some Changes. 

Chicago sewing machine men, while pro- 
fessing to know nothing about the proposed 
combinution, say there are many elements of 
probability about it. That the Domestic com- 
pany danik move to Dayton seems likely be- 
cause the works of the former are more valuable 
for other purposes and Newark is too far East. 
As the Davis company has oneof the finest 
sewing machine manufacturing plants in the 
country, itis amp\y able to take care of the 
Domestic company’s business. The plants of 
the two Cleveland concerns are well equipped, 
but as one-half of the sewing machine busi- 
ness of the country is transacted from Chi- 
cago it might be to their advantage to move. 

Foden Kirkpatrick of Newark, receiver of 
the Domestic company; L. A. Johnson, treas- 
urer of the Davis company ; Thomas H. White, 
President of the Whfte company; and Presi- 
dent Emmons of the Standard company, were 
in New York last week as representatives of 
their companies at the meeting. 

Judging by the tone of remarks made by 
the receiver of the Domestic company the 
settlement of the combination question may 
be further away than theend of the month. 
*So far as the Domestic Sewing-Machine 
company is concerned there will be no trust 
furmed while I am receiver,” said Judge 
Kirkpatrick when seen et his homain New 
York. ‘*About a year ago there was a move- 
ment to consolidate, but it fell through, and 
soon after the Domestic company failed, 
David Blake, Vice-President of the Domestic, 
was one of the promoters of the scheme 
at that time, but neither he nor any 
of the other officers of the cempany 
have any connection with the present move- 
ment thatI know of. The only contemplated 
change in Domestic affairs is a plan of re- 
organization, which is under way at present 
and may mature shortly. This is in view of 
the excellent shape in which the business of 
the company is at present.”’ 

Charles Bried of Newark, attorney for and 
director in the ‘*No Shuttle company,” had 
heard of a recent-move to form atrust, and 
said his company had refused to enter the 
combine. He did not believe any of the East- 
ern concerns were interested.

5. Any not so notifying the Superintend- 

ent will be considered as having declined to 

continue in the service of the company after 

April 19 next and the company will be gov- 

erned accordingly.” This also means that the 

company will treat with the men only in their 
individual capacity. It is not unlikely, there- 
fore, that the question of the recognition of 
brotherhoods, the same that caused the Le 

high strike, will cause a strike on this road. 

The Terre Haute Cigarmakers’ Union has 
received the following telegram from Chair- 
man Voorhees of the Senate Committee on 
Finance: ‘** There will be no increase of inter- 
nal revenue tax on cigars in the bill when re- 
ported to the Senate.” The cigarmakers con- 
tend that if the internal revenue tax is in- 
creased their wages will be lowered $1 a thou- 
sand, just as they were increased $1 when the 
tax was‘changed from $6 to $3 ten years ago.

Petitioners for Quo Warranto Proceedings 
-~ Demand. Time in Which to Make Ke- 
ply, and the Attorney-General Post- 
pones the Inquiry Until Today=It Is 
Understood the New Papers Charge Ac- 
cusers Are Actuated by Stock Jobbing 

- MotiveseHyde Park Ordinance Dead, 
The hearing in the matter of the Chicago 
Gas companies to determine whether quo 
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warranto information was warranted was 
begun yesterday before the Attorney-General 
and his assistants. Attorneys for the gas 

companies opened the proceedings by pre- 
senting a batch of sensational affidavits, which 
the petitioners demanded time to reply to, 
with the result that the hearing was adjourned 
until this morning. Extraordinary care was 
taken to keep the contents of the aftidavits 
from the public, but it is understood they re- 
flect upon the motives of the movers of the 
petition to Attorney-General Moloney to at- 
tack the gascompanies and charge that stock 
jobbery is at the bottom of it. 

The investigation which it was supposed 
would uncover the secrets of the gas compa- 
nies drew a crowd to the Appellate court- 
room yesterday morning. As soon us the 
regular court had adjourned the spectators 
moved their chairs nearer counsel, of which 
there was an imposing array. For the gas 
companies five lawyers appeared. They were 
ex-Solicitor-General Aldrich, ex-Attorney- 
General Hunt, W. J. Campbell, Clayton E. 
Crafts. and James F: Meagher. The petition- 
ers were represented by Col. John S. Cooper, 
ew Attorney Henry, and Luther Laflin 


Attorney-General Moloney and his assist- 
ants, C. G. Scofield and M. L. Newell, came 
in early. Somebody motioned them to as- 
cend the platform ‘where Judges Gary, Water- 
man, and Shepard sit in high leather chairs, 
but the Attorney-General said he was too mod- 
est for that. He took a seat between Neweli 
and Scofield at the counsels’ table and rapping 
thereon declared the moot court open. 


Objections Made to Affidavits, | 


Col. Cooper announced that Mr. Henry 
would open for the petitioners. Mr. Henry 
stood up and cleared his throat, but before he 
could begin Mr. Aldrich addressed the At- 
torney-General. 

‘**T have a number of affidavits here.’’ he 
said, * which I desire to submit for your con- 

ideration.”’ 

Mr. Henry and Col. Cooper promptly ob- 

ted to the bundle of papers being entered. 

** We filed our petition and affidavits by 

- Feb, 19,”’ said Mr. Henry. ** The opposition 
was allowed to make copies of them. They 
filed on the iast day a brief denial of our 

ints and contention. In conference with us 

t week they admitted that affidavits should 
be presented to us befcre filing. Now at the 
last moment they spring these affidavits and 
ex us to answer them off-hand.”’ 

r. Aldrich replied that no new issues were 
raised in the affidavits. They were in the 
nature of replies to charges made by the peti- 
tioners. 

** They should have been presented before,”’ 
the Attorney-General remarked, ‘‘ and time 
ought to be given to consider them.”’ 

Col. Cooper then made a request that the 
hearing be adjourned uatil 1:30 o’clock and 
that copies of the affidavits be given to him. 
The other side agreed to this and all parties 
left the room. At 1:30 the Gas company’s 
attorneys were on hand when Mr. Henry came 
in and asked further time to prepare counter 
affidavits. The Attorney-General said he 
thought the petitioners should have the delay, 
and, no objection being made, a second ad- 
journment was taken until 10 o’clock this 
morning. . 

Contents of Affidavits Kept Secret. 


Spectators of the proceedings evinced great 
curiosity as to the contents of the aflidavits. 
It was first intended to give them to the press, 
and copies had been prepared for this pur- 
pose. This program was changed, and dur- 
ing the afternoon the gas company’s attor- 
neys held a meeting and agreed they would 
divulge solider of their contents unless Col, 
Cooper and his associates agreed to do other- 
wise. Col. Cooper said emphatically that he 
would givg nocopy out until this morning, 
when Gablic would be free to read the de- 
fendants’ affidavits and the counter ones 
made by the petitioners. . 

The affidavits were made by C. K. G. Bill- 
lings, C. K. Wooster, John Williams, Theo- 
dore D. Webb, and Edward A. McGuire. The 
petitioners, it is said, object most strongly to 
the affidavit of the last named. But ail of 
them were drawn strongly, it was evident 
from the manner in which they were spoken 


of. 

Mr. Aldrich said the affidavits contained 
nothing that was not a matter of record. Col. 
Cooper described them asa tissue of false 
statements. He said: ‘They are made by 
rot gpg of the gas companies and are of 
such a character that the makers would not 
dare to file them in acourt of record. We 
shall give the antidote tothe poison tomor--: 
row morning when our counter affidavits will 
be filed.”’ 


HYDE PARK ORDINANCE DEAD. 


Indications That the Last of It Has Been 
Seen in the Present Council, 

There is no possible chanve now to pass the 
ordinance introduced a week ago last even- 
ing by Ald. Ryan as a substitute for the Wat- 
son Metropolitan ordinance in behalf of the 
Hyde Park Mutual Fuel Gas company. A 
quorum of the members of the Committee on 
Gas, Oil, and Electric’Lights did not respond 
to the summons issued late Saturday after.

Not- 
ing that the opponents of the ordinance were 
in a majority they did not care to make a 
quorum, as they feared their favorite measure 
would be killed in the committee. Ald. Pow- 
ers was on hand a little earlierand went away, 
telimg Ald.

Ward now. He wantsa rest. Aid. Gallagher 
felt much the same way. 

Even though the com mittee should be called

RECKLESS ROBBERS BECOME MURDERERS 


One of Their Victims Dies in a Hospital 
from Concussion of the Brain. 

The East Chicago avenue police have been 
furnished with information which may lead 
to the arrest of the murderers of George W. 
Frankum, a musician. Frankum was picked 
up in an unconscious condition early Satur- 
day morning and later removed ‘te the County 
Hospital, where he died, yesterday morning 
of concussion of the brain. As Frankum did 
not fully recover consciousness before he 
died the police were at loss for a clew to the 
murderers. W. R. Barton, also a musician, 
appeared at the station yesterday and said he 
was with Frankum Friday night when high- 
waymen attempted to rob Frankum at North 
Clark and Illinois streets. One of the two 
men stepped up to Frankum and tried to 
pick his pockets. Frankum whirled around 
and seized the thief by the arms. 
The other man then ran up 
and struck Frankum a terrific blow on the 
head, knocking him down, Then the foot- 
pads ran away. Barton assisted Frankum to 
his feet and at Market and Erie streets left 
him to look for an officer. When he returned 
with one they could not find the injured man. 
It is believed the thieves are members of the 
market street gang which raised so much dis- 
turbance at the Democratic primaries in the 
Twenty-third Ward Friday. Before Frankum 
was taken tothe County Hospital a futile at- 
tempt was made to place him in the Alexian 
Brothers’ Hospita!. The friends of the dead 
musician have since made the complaint that 
he was not taken in at the Alexian Brothers’ 
Hospital because there was no one at hand to 
vouch for the expense of caring for him. The 
hospital officials deny this, however, and say 
they did not take him because they had no 
room for him in any of the wards. 


THEY WISH TO KEEP OUT OF CHICAGO. 


Evanston Citizens’ Association Holds a 
Meeting in the South Wards. 

The Citizens’ Association of Evanston, an 
organization formed to fight against the pro- 
posed annexation to Chicago, held a meeting 
last night in Redfield Hall. South Evanston. 
This was the first meeting against annexation 
held in the southern wards,’ which are gener- 
ally supposed to be the stronghold of the an- 
nexationists, and a large crowd was present. 
George W. Hotchkiss was Chairman, and ad- 
dresses were made by D. H. Lamberson, 
James Hibben, Alexander Clark, Robert 
Cheatie, ex-City. Attorney Grover, Judge 
Murphy, and others. Mr. Lamberson said 
Chicago would vote on the question of annex- 
ation April 3, and he had no doubt how it 
would vote. Evanston would then be privileged 
to become the tail end of one or two Chicago 
wards and be represented by an_ Alderman 
from Lake View. Evanston could never re- 
cover from the mistake of becoming a part of 
Chicago, he said. Mr. Hibben said if Evans- 
ton became a part of Chicago its chances of 
representation in municipal affairs would be 
reduced to a minimum. The “machine” 
would control affairs and would appoint its 
friends on the Evanston police and fire de- 
partments.
